DEVELOPING MIDDLESEX 


LTHOUGH Middlesex has twice the acreage of the County of London, the 

outward spread of development from the metropolis has already pene- 

trated so deeply into Middlesex as to make the planning of the one 
complementary to the other. 

The recent approval of the Middlesex Development Plan, submitted to the 
Minister in 1952, is therefore an event of major importance, and it is reassuring 
to be able to quote the following paragraph from the Ministerial letter 
announcing approval of the plan. ‘The preparation of the first comprehensive 
plan for the use of land in such a densely populated and heavily built-up 
county presents problems of great complexity, and your council and its officers 
are to be congratulated on producing a plan which embodies imaginative 
yet practical proposals for their solution.’ It is also notable, as set out in the 
written statement, that ‘the policy of the development plan is based on the 
Greater London Plan, 1944, as modified by the memorandum of the Ministry 
of Town and Country Planning on London Regional Planning, 1947.’ 

The Greater London plan recommended that the general lines of decentralisa- 
tion and resettlement should follow a plan dividing Greater London into four 
rings, the Inner Urban ring, the Suburban ring, the Green Belt ring and the 
Outer Country ring. Middlesex lies mainly in the Suburban ring and in the 
Green Belt ring, which is to act as a barrier against further suburban growth. 
It also includes parts of the Inner Urban ring, which is that most in need of 
decentralisation, but none of the Outer Country ring which is to be the main 
reception area for persons and industry moving out. 

The county council appear to have been firm with reference to the preserva- 
tion of the Metropolitan green belt, and have a good record in this respect 
extending over a number of years before they first became a local planning 
authority, in 1948. This is all the more praiseworthy having regard to the 
rapidly rising population with which they have been faced—a rise due not merely 
to immigration but largely to a healthy excess of births over deaths. Indeed, the 
population problem is the most difficult problem affecting the policy of the 
plan. The present population of over 2} millions is said to give rise ‘to con- 
gested conditions which are an insuperable obstacle to the provision of 
adequate services and a good environment.’ Whereas ‘on the basis of the 
community standards and residential density zones put forward in the Greater 
London plan, the population which Middlesex can accommodate with good 
environmental standards for all has been calculated to be approximately two 
million persons.’ In view of these statements, it is noteworthy that the planning 
policy of the county council has succeeded, since they became a planning 
authority, in 1948, in stemming the increase of population remaining in the 
county and that, according to the Registrar General’s annual estimate, it is now 
showing an annual reduction. 

Policy with rcference to population is, of course, bound up with that on 
employment. With reference to industry, the plan only provides sufficient land 
for the relocation of existing misplaced industry. No land is allocated for indus- 
try wishing to move into the Greater London area, nor for the expansion of 
existing industries. On the contrary, the policy is to encourage the movement 
of population and industry to new or expanded towns in or beyond the Outer 
Country ring. In order to facilitate this movement, and prevent the reoccupa- 
tion of vacated industrial premises, the Minister recommends the council to 
purchase the premises by agreement as they become vacant. 

With reference to office employment the situation is different. Many people 
living in Middlesex now travel daily into London to work in offices; much waste- 
ful and expensive travel would be avoided, and present congestion of traffic 
relieved, were these offices situated nearer their homes. The plan is not quite 
clear on this point because one notation is used for ‘offices and warehouses.’ 
The written statement, however, clarifies the. point and indicates, as suggested 
by the Minister, that while no increase of office accommodation will te 
sanctioned within that part of the county included in the ‘Inner Urban ring,’

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it will be welcome in the outer parts of the county ‘in particular, for offices 
transferred from the centre of London.’ 

The development plan, of course, deals with many matters of importance in 
addition to population and employment, but the latter are so fundamental and 
of such significance in relation to Greater London that they call for special 
comment. For example, several important new highways are provided for, 
although one regrets the Minister’s deletion from this first plan of parts of the 
‘D’ ring road, to which the Greater London plan attached considerable 
importance. 

With reference to open spaces, it is said in the written statement that the plan 
adheres to the standard (10 acres per 1,000 population) set out in the Greater 
London plan for the county as a whole, and big increases are provided for, but 
neither the areas closely developed at present nor private playing fields come 
off very well. 

On the other hand, it is satisfactory to note that the development plan pro- 
vides for proposals of the Thames River Walk Committee to secure an unbroken 
riverside walk for the public. (Incidentally, it is interesting to note the number 
of areas notified by the Nature Conservancy as of special interest by reason 
of their flora, fauna or geological or physiographical features.) With reference 
to the powers of the county council, as local planning authority, to control the 
design or external appearance of buildings it is stated that ‘in aiming to secure 
good standards of architecture the county council wishes to accord to architects 
preparing proposals in conformity with the development plan the maximum of 
freedom in architectural design.’ The stages of development towards the realisa- 
tion of the plan are based upon estimates of the labour forces likely to be 
available. 

A distinctive feature of this county development plan is that it is to a scale of 
6 in. to the mile, instead of the usual 1 in., which makes it much more readable, 
and we should like to congratulate Mr. B. J. Collins, FRICS, MTPI, the 
County Planning Officer, on both its content and production. 

The Minister refers to part of the county as forming part of the built-up 
area of Greater London. Physically that part is indivisible from the County 
of London, the plan for which was designed to secure some more breathing 
space and elbow room for its inhabitants. It can, at least, be said that the 
Middlesex plan is complementary to that design and indeed helps to further its 
realisation.

Lichfield Cathedral

produced booklet giving particulars of the 
work to be done, together with numerous 
illustrations of the Cathedral—both 
drawings and photographs. 

Several of the photographs show the 
serious condition of the stonework and 
timbers, some of the latter having 
been almost eaten away by death watch 
and furniture beetles. A diagrammatic 
plan shows the position and nature of 
the work to be done and its approximate 
cost. Contributions towards the preser- 
vation of this historic and _ beautiful 
church should be sent to the Cathedral 
Appeal Office, 13, The Close, Lichfield, 
Staffs.

Victoria Station Replanning 
To the Editor of The Builder 


sSIR.—I have read with interest the 
letter of Sir Alfred Bossom in The 
Builder of August 24, and whilst one 
cannot but agree in principle with the 
sentiments expressed, I feel it is vital that 
some of Sir Alfred’s facts be corrected 
or a very erroneous impression of the 
situation will have been created. 

It is not clear from this letter who are 
meant by ‘ the architects first appointed.’ 
To the best of my knowledge no archi- 
tect has been appointed by either British 
Railways or by the airline authorities 
to investigate the Victoria Station site. 

I have also been informed by a repre- 
sentative of one of the major airline 
corporations that they are not sponsoring 
a scheme for an airways terminal and 
that any proposals put to them were 
privately sponsored and presumably of a 
speculative nature. The position so far 
as they are concerned is that a firm of 
consulting engineers have been appointed 
to investigate the possibility of a railway 
link between Victoria Station 
and London Airport, and 
upon the result of this report 
a decision may be made as to 
whether or not the Victoria 
Station site would be a prac- 
tical proposition for use as an 
airways terminal. 

I understand that British 
Railways as far back as 1954 
(I believe the possibility was 
investigated some years be- 
fore the war) discussed with 
various bodies the possibility 
of development over the fer- 
manent way at Victoria 
Station and were prepared to 






examine proposals put to them on behalf 
of responsible concerns. My own firm 
were retained by clients in this way in 
December, 1954, and are developing a 
scheme in close conjunction with the 
London County Council and the Railway 
Authorities. As far as I know other 
firms were similarly authorised and are 
similarly engaged. It would be unfortu- 
nate if the ‘ hard-worked officials of the 
LCC and British Railways’ should get 
the impression, as a result of Sir Alfred’s 
letter, that, apart from schemes submitted 
by Major Ash and Messrs. Gollins, 
Melvin, Ward and Partners, the latest 
arrivals on the scene, any other proposals 
are merely irresponsible speculations. 

The site at Victoria Station does indeed 
present a great opportunity, and I am 
sure that all those concerns investigating 
the site will take into account the possi- 
bility of part occupation at a later date 
by a combined airways terminal, should 
the authorities decide that this is the ideal 
site.

Towards a Perfect House Plan 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR,—In accepting the invitation of 

Mr. Randal Phillips (The Builder, 
September 7) may I say, first of all, how 
glad I am to note he has avoided the 
square plan with its ugly expensive 
* pyramid-like’ roof. 

Normally, people who have reached 
retiring age do not wish to grapple either 
mentally or physically (who cleans the 
glass walls and clerestorey lights in con- 
temporary houses?) with the modern 
trend in design but wish to relax by living 
in a home the style of which is not 
greatly at variance with that to which 
they were accustomed in their younger 
days, and it is with this in mind I have 
made my suggestions as shown on plan. 

Living-room.—The fireplace should be 
moved to the north wall; this is the longer 
wall giving greater fireside space. The 
dining table will—in winter—be near the 
fire, the kitchen boiler flue can share the 
stack, and a blank wall is provided for 
the larger pictures and pieces of furniture. 

Bedroom 1.—Removal of fireplace 
leaves clear wall for bed and bedside 
tables, small east window gives early 
morning sunshine, and gas fire can be 
placed in a position to suit the furniture 
positions. 

Bath and WC.—I consider it essential 
for the WC to be quite separate from 
the bathroom normally—but in this plan 
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there is not sufficient room to install a 
handbasin in the WC. There is, therefore, 
quite a lot to be said in favour of the 
combined room. 

Hall.—Resiting the larder (V.F.C.) 
allows the hall to have a pair of glazed 
doors (one opening, one fixed) to both 
entrance and vestibule. I consider a lobby 
very necessary to avoid loss of heat in 
winter, and the double doors allow twice 
the amount of light passed by the single 
door on the original plan. The doors to 
the various cupboards and rooms on the 
south wall of the hall should be aligned 
to avoid a patchy effect. 


Kitchen.—1 consider it most essential 
for the kitchen to have a small solid fuel 
heating unit. This provides warmth in 
winter and avoids the stale smell of cook- 
ing which is so noticeable in unheated 
kitchens. It will provide hot water in the 
cold weather and if the inner door is 
left open at night the. whole bunga!ow 
will be pleasantly aired and frost damage 
will be avoided in kitchen and bathroom. 
Vegetable peelings and other rubbish can 
be burnt. An electric immersion heater 
can take over from the boiler in summer. 
A window in the north wall will provide 
cross ventilation in the very hot weather, 
and give a view of approaching callers, 
and by enabling the other window to be 
smaller, gives a larger back door lobby. 

Outbuildings.—In my opinion nothing 
could be more disastrous than cross 
ventilation to the coals, by having two 
doors, on a windy day. By enlarging the 
lobby to the back door and rearranging 
the outbuildings this can be avoided and 
still provide access under cover. I would 
most certainly suggest a folding 
‘weather’ door to this lobby for winter 
and bad weather use, and a glass panel 
on the south to pass light and sunshine. 

Finally I would like to say how the

A Question of Etiquette 
To the Editor of The Builder 


sIR,—I am very disturbed over the 
matter of professional etiquette, or 
lack of it, which has happened to me 
recently, and I should like the opinion 
of some of your readers. 

My firm was invited to tender in open 
competition by a reputable firm of archi- 
tects for a building project. We were the 
lowest of the tenders received and the 
difference between the tenders was very 
small. We were asked to attend at the 
architect’s office and were informed that, 
although our figure was lowest, it was too 
high for the building owners, and they 
invited suggestions from me to enable 
the figure to be reduced. I made certain 
suggestions which did result in a reduc- 
tion of PC items, but the architects 
declined to alter the specification to 
enable it to be reduced still further and 
said they would have to consult further 
with the building owners. 

After a lapse of some six weeks we 
were asked to return the tender docu- 
ments. On asking why, we were informed 
that they had obtained a lower quotation 
from another builder, not one of the 
original tenderers, which would enable 
them to get the job done much cheaper 
to a revised plan and specification. We 
lodged a very strong protest and have 
been told bluntly that they have acted 
quite properly and in accordance with 
professional etiquette. 

My personal view is that if this prac- 
tice is permissible then it is unreasonable 
to ask builders to quote. Your readers’ 
comments, please !

PARLIAMENT-SQUARE 
Future Under Consideration 


Mr. Duncan SaANnpys, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has sent 
a letter to the London County Council 
explaining that the Government have had 
under consideration the future of the 
Parliament-square area, and asking the 
Council to consult him on any planning 
application relating to the area. This 
includes land bounded by or adjoining 
Great George-street, Storey’s-gate, Broad 
Sanctuary and New Palace Yard.

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EXHIBITION: Post-War 


MAJOR survey of contemporary architecture in the United States, Built in 
USA: Post-War Architecture, opens at The Building Centre, Stcre 
Street, London, WC1, on October 6 and will remain on view until October 27. 
Organised under the International Programme of The Museum of Modern A t, 
in New York, the exhibition has been brought to England by a special committ :e 
of the Council of the Architectural Association, headed by H. T. Cadbury-Brow 1. 
Forty-three buildings by 32 architects have been selected by the eminent archite >- 
tural historian, Professor Henry-Russell Hitchcock of Smith College, Northam )- 
ton, Massachusetts, as the most significant examples of architecture erected in t ie 
United States since 1945. 

These are presented in the exhibition by means of photographic enlargemen s, 
explanatory text, and plans, together with stereo-realist colour slides for inc i- 
vidual viewers. An introductory panel indicates three factors which have co i- 
tributed to the remarkable development of post-war building in the United State: : 
‘First, a generation of architects trained in schools that do not teach tradition il 
styles has now begun to practise. Second, architects like Frank Lloyd Wrig.tt 
and Mies van der Rohe are now finding commissions worthy of their talenis. 
Third, government and industry—most notably giant corporations—have at last 
become patrons of modern architecture.’ 

Altogether the buildings in the exhibition, drawn from all parts of the United 
States, include 19 private houses, 4 schools, 5 apartment houses and dormitories 
6 office buildings, 4 industrial plants, a stadium, a hospital, a music centre, a 
retail store and a chapel.

bina school is situated about a quarter of a mile 

from Croydon Airport, on the outskirts of the 
County Borough of Croydon, and serves a pre-war 
council housing estate near by. The site is bounded 
on one side by public playing fields and covers 
114 acres, eight acres of which have been laid out 
with games pitches and tennis courts. Shrubs and 
small trees covering the immediate site of the school 
were removed but a tall belt of trees dividing the new 
playing fields from the school buildings was retained. 





Planning: The main classroom blocks run north and 
south so as to give some direct sunlight in all rooms, 
with the kitchen and practical block linked by a 
short corridor and served from a common access road. 
The administration rooms are placed centrally on 
three floors to facilitate access from all parts of the 
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Housecraft room 
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school. The close planning resulting from 
the three-storey double-banked classroom 
block enabled the cloakroom areas to be 
grouped centrally with direct access from 
both playgrounds and within easy reach of 
all parts of the school. 


The 4,000 sq. ft. assembly hall has a small 
visitors’ gallery for use on special occasions, 
and a stage fully equipped for dramatic 
productions. The eight practical rooms, 
boiler room and ground-floor cloakroom 
and lavatory accommodation were designed 
so that they could be occupied before the 
remainder of the school was completed. 


Construction. The construction is largely 
of in situ concrete frame construction with 
in situ concrete floors and insulation board 
suspended ceilings. The assembly hall, 
however, is steel framed with steel roof 
trusses to the centre raised portion of the 
roof, covered with woodwool slabs and 
finished with asphalt reflective roofing. 


The panels below the windows in the 
classroom blocks are formed in buff flint 
lime bricks with sand-faced multi-coloured 
bricks to the cladding walls generally. 
Internal skins to panels and short partitions 
are in clinker blocks, with hollow pot blocks 
used in all partitions over 12 ft. long to 
reduce shrinkage cracking. 


Finishes. All internal walls are plastered 
(with an emulsion paint finish) with the 
exception of the gymnasium, which has fair 
face flint lime brick walls. The lavatories 
have white glazed tile dados with quarry.

tile floors. Classroom floors are in thermo- 
plastic tiles with vinyl tiles in the main 
entrance hall; beech blocks in the assembly 
hall, woodwork room and _ metalwork 
rooms, art room, library and staff rooms; 
and Gurjun strips in the gymnasium. Stairs 
are finished with dove grey terrazzo or 
thermoplastic tiles with Ferodo nosings. 
The facade over the main entrance has a 
green glass ‘Mineralite’ facing with slate 
window surrounds. 


The colours used are generally selected 
from the Archrome (Munsell) Range with 
dark red, grey or blue chalkboards in the 
classrooms and primary colours to some 
walls in the circulation spaces. The mural in 
the entrance hall by Kenneth Barden, 
ARCA, AFS(Eng.), AIBD, depicts the 
history of education from Greek times to 
the present day. 


Services. The heating and hot water 
supply plant is served by low pressure 
hand-fired boilers. Column radiators are 
used in classrooms, with fan convector 
cabinets in craft rooms and the assembly 
hall. The gymnasium has wall panel heating. 
The tender for the project amounted to 
£171,878.

on new building has taken the place of the existing 
canteen, a prefabricated structure which was 
erected during the war. _It has been built on the NW 
corner of the site, and the main elevations face 
Holroyd-crescent and Park-drive, Baldock, Herts. 

The main entrance is from Holroyd-crescent, so 
that the building can be used for functions by separate 
organisations in the town, and at the same time can 
be reached by a ramped path from the main factory 
by the employees of the company. 

Owing to the confined site, the main dining hall is 
nearly square. At the east end of the dining hall is a 
stage and two changing rooms. 

The kitchen is situated on the NE corner of the site 
with a goods entrance at the lower level. It has a 
high central area with clerestory lighting all round, 
and contains anodised aluminium hoods over the two 
main sets of equipment. Most of the new equipment 
and counters are of stainless steel. 


The entrance hall has a large notice board and 
ticket office. 


Construction.—The roof over the dining hall is a 
shell concrete barrel vault supported on 12 RC 
columns, and the remainder of the floors and roofs 
are of RC slab construction supported on RC 
columns or load-bearing brick walls. Mild stock 
facing bricks are used all round except where the 
exposed faces of the concrete are treated with a flat 
oil-paint. 


Where cavity walls occur, the internal skin is 
formed with 4 in. “Thermalite’ insulation blocks. 
Externally, the roofs have been covered with a mini- 
mum of 2 in. vermiculite screed, and ‘Perlited Carlite’ 
plaster has been used throughout. Acoustic tiles 
cover about two-thirds of the dining hall ceiling. All 
the roofs are covered with three-ply felt roofing 
with a white mineralised finish. 
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Finishings.—In the dining hall the panelling round 
the counter and tea bar is of Sapele boarding. This 
wood is also used for the front of the stage and the 
ticket office and notice board in the entrance hall. 


The hard-wood strip flooring to the dining hall, is 
Kempas and is laid on a waterproof asbestos felt and 
then fixed to ‘ Tanalised’ battens set in a light-weight 
concrete. 


The floors to the kitchen, serveries, cloakrooms, 
entrance hall and stair are buff pressed tiles, with 
cream glazed wall tiling 7 ft. 3 in. high to the walls of 
the kitchen and cloakrooms. A grey egg-shell tile 
is used for the walls of the servery to the dining hall. 
Thermoplastic tiles are used for the floors of the 
remainder of the rooms. 


The open staircase to the first floor has a steel 
framing with flat stringers and brackets which support 
+ in. Gurjun treads, and to which are fixed metal 
balusters carrying a mahogany handrail. 


The balcony at the end of the rest room also has a 
steel frame which carries vertical mahogany slats and 
hand-rail. 


The terrace is paved with buff precast concrete 
flags. All the ironmongery, including the lettering 
on doors, is anodised aluminium, as also are the 
electrical switch plates and plugs. 


Heating and Ventilation.—The building is heated by 
steam, and the main pipe runs come in a duct from the 
central boiler house which serves the main factory. 
The pressure is reduced in a small valve-house, next 
to the terrace, and the mains then run round the 


South elevation, from the terrace 


dining hall, with branches to the kitchen and other 
rooms, in ducts below the floor. 


The general heating is by ‘Vectair’ convectors; in 
the dining hall these convectors are fixed under the 
windows on the south wall and the main heating is by 
four concealed ‘Forceflo’ convectors, two at either end 
of the hall. 


In addition to the direct heating, a warm air inlet 
ventilation system has been installed for the main 
dining hall and the staff dining room. The warm air 
is forced into the dining hall from a duct which runs 
along the centre of the roof, and is extracted by the 
fans operating the two hoods in the kitchen, via 
louvres at high level in the main servery. There are 
two supplementary extract fans over the servery to the 
staff dining room and the wash-up. 


The floor ducts taking the steam and condense 
mains also accommodate the hot and cold water 
services and gas services. 


Standard galvanised metal windows have been 
used throughout except to the glazed south wall to 
the main dining hall, which consists of standard metal 
doors in a pressed steel surround and the remainder 
purpose-made windows. The double metal panels 
behind the heaters are insulated. The windows to 
the entrance hall and stairs are purpose-made. 
Additional light is provided to the centre of the 
dining hall by eight glass dome lights. The two 
serveries are also lit with smaller glass dome lights in 
the roof. Fluorescent lighting is used for the main 
dining hall and kitchen, but the remainder of the 
building is lit by tungsten. 
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The emergency lighting installation is electrical with 
its own special wiring and fittings, the batteries being 
installed in a separate room behind the stage. There 
is a system of signal lights for the senior staff, con- 
nected with the factory, and a loud speaker system 
has been installed. 


A special feature of the electrical installation is the 
panel recessed in the wall of the kitchen which 
operates by press buttons all the motors and fans in 
connection with the ventilating system. 


The decorations have been carried out with an 
emulsion paint except for the kitchen, where a flat 
oil paint has been used for the areas not tiled. 


Colours from the Munsell range have been used.

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i acre of land was purchased from 
a large country house estate, Sandy- 
lane, Church Brampton, and the sale of 
the land included covenants on the de- 
sign of the house that predisposed a tradi- 
tional cottage appearance. The house was 
designed for a family of four, and, apart 
from the lounge, it was considered impor- 
tant to keep size of rooms to a minimum. 
The appearance and the height of 
the lounge was improved by using 
‘Stramit’ boards as an insulated under- 
floor and exposing the main floor 
beams; the upper ceilings used some 
two feet of roof space, but the plan 
was so arranged that the main bedrooms 
had normal sized windows in gable end 
walls. 

The walls*were Blaby Leicestershire 
buff multi rustics with a lining of 
London Brick Company load-bearing 
cavity blocks. The stone porch and 
lounge fireplace were of the local 
ironstone. Roof tiles were a blue-grey 
Staffordshire clay tile, and the ground 
floors were solid with wood block and 
thermoplastic tile surfaces. 


Ten tenders were obtained from local 
country builders and the lowest was 
that of P. Holyoak and Co., at £3,550.

} ier property in this development included a large 

detached house, built in 1886, with surrounding 
grounds to the extent of one acre. In view of the 
potential housing capacity of the site it was decided 
to build two three-storey blocks of flats, with one 
flat specially designed for a disabled person. 


The additional accommodation provided consists of 
12 one-bedroom and six two-bedroom flats, small 
dwellings now being greatly in demand. The scheme 
will be completed by the adaptation and modernisa- 
tion of the old house (formerly requisitioned), so as to 
provide six self-contained dwellings. 


The site is nearly square, with facilities for access 
both from Kidbrooke-grove and Westbrook-road. 
The position of the original house in the NE quarter 
suggested the planning of a short block (six two- 
bedroom flats) in the NW quarter, a long block (12 
one-bedroom flats) in the SE, thus keeping the SW 
quarter, with its prominent frontage to each thorough- 
fare, free for garden treatment. 


The new blocks are on E-W axes, and though 
sited well away from the old house form a group to 
which each unit clearly belongs. They have their own 
garden and drying ground, screened by a trellis 
fence, and their own service road from Westbrook- 
road. Alternative access is provided in Kidbrooke- 
grove, the original carriageway being replanned, 


so that all blocks, together with garages and cycle/ 
pram sheds, can easily be reached. 


One two-bedroom flat was specially adapted for 
the use of a disabled person. The requirements of a 
person compelled to spend most of his time in a 
wheel chair can be summarised as follows: The 
flat must be at ground-floor level, and all steps or 
thresholds must be replaced by ramps of easy gradient. 
The minimum width of the hall should be 4 ft., of a 
door opening, 3 ft.; these dimensions allow the dis- 
abled person room to manoeuvre the standard 
wheel chair, which needs a minimum width of 
2 ft. 3 in. for a straight run, but rather more to turn in. 
Kicking plates to the doors help to protect against 
accidental bumping. The best floor surface is wood 
block, which is warm, quiet and not easily marked 
by the chair wheels. 


A disabled person feels the cold more severely 
than one able to walk about, and background warm- 
ing is a great asset. In this flat is a radiator in the 
hall, and another in the larger bedroom—both sup- 
plied from the living-room ‘Redfyre’ back boiler. 


All fittings such as light and power switches, pull- 
cords or chains, and door handles must be placed 
where they can be reached from the chair. Bath 
and w.c. should each have a grab rail. The wash- 
basin should be on cantilever brackets, and placed a 
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se aks: ray little lower than usual. If the disabled person can

3. Stuttgart Concert Hall

'HE secondary route from Zug to 

Zurich is by far the most pleasant way 
of arrival. Leaving the direct route at 
Sihlbrugg, the road is through park-like 
country crossing the intervening hill be- 
fore Lake Zurich, which it meets one- 
third of the length of the lake from the 
city. It then follows the side of the lake, 
descending all the way towards the city 
and with views across the lake and of 
the distant snow peaks to the east. From 
the cyclist’s point of view, this slow 
descent is in every way ideal and has no 
doubt coloured the pleasure of the im- 
pression. 

Gradually the buildings become denser 
and the traffic more continuous; a rail- 
way on the left spawns innumerable 
sidings. and on the right tennis courts 
and pleasure gardens intersperse, and 
eventually dominate, the houses and 
hotels until finally one is caught up in 
the frenzied-rush of the one-way traffic 
system which crosses the head of the lake. 
On the left is the Kongress House Res- 
taurant, on the right the wonderful pano- 
rama of the lake with in front, behind and 
all about a great surge of drivers racing 
for the next set of lights! It is all most 
exciting. 

In recent years there has been an in- 
creasing tendency to provide combined 
pleasure parks with lawns for games and 
sunbathing and with changing-rooms, 
tea-rooms, splash pools and terraces with 
a basic entrance charge and a further 
charge for the facilities used. The best 
of these is that designed for the east side 
of the lake at Zurichorn by Josef Schiitz 
(Zurich), who also designed the Mutter- 














gotteskirche at Solothurn, referred to in 
last week’s issue. Both schemes were 
completed in 1954. 

Six large reinforced concrete mush- 
rooms overlap one central one, which is 
set lower and passes through the centre 
of the entrance kiosk. The edges of the 
six and the underside of the seventh 
mushroom are painted chrome yellow. 
Arranged about the entrance is a grove 
of 30 ft. high pines and birches he!d in 
position by a high level grid of straining 
wires until such time as they have rooted.

simple materials. Concrete blocks precast 
with large circular holes and built up in 
a diaper pattern with spaces between the 
blocks are used as end walls to support 
wide-eaved flat roofs on white-painted 
timber joists with intermediate hollow 
tube supports.

light and fresh appearance. They are 
based on standard plans of the unit 
accommodation grouped in blocks sited 
in the suburbs. 


I was invited to see inside one of the 
single-person flats and prepared the 
accompanying sketch plan. The small 
kitchen acts as an entrance hall off the 
gallery, cloaks space being provided in the 
w.c., the whole frontage to the gallery 
being lit by a row of clerestory lights. A 
coloured string net curtain covers the 
clear-giazed full-length entrance door. 
The kitchen fitments are economically 
constructed and backed by green mosaic 
splash tiling 1 ft. high. Large south- 
facing windows light the medium-sized 
bed-sitting-room, which is warmed by a 
radiator under a generous window shelf. 

All external doors and windows are 
double-glazed and double-rebated, and 
all internal doors fitted with a cover 
mould and draught cill, all of which are 
almost standard practice. Full central 
heating and domestic hot water are sup- 
plied from a central boiler, and an attend- 
ant who lives in is responsible for this 
and cleanliness of the communal areas and 
the baths, which are situated at ground- 
floor level. In this scheme a block of 
15 single flats and 12 married coup!2 
flats are connected by a-central stair- 
hall, the generous landings of which form 
communal rooms. Other high blocks 
with lifts have been built for single mer ; 
these have no separate kitchens, but are 
provided with a central restaurant.

On to Stuttgart

ing of a gamble as I had no previous 

nowledge of the city’s post-war work. 

| this we were not disappointed. We 

id the luck to arrive when two or three 
interesting new buildings were due to 
open. For an architect this is rather like 
atiending a first-night performance and 
with the new Stuttgart concert hall it was 
the first night of a singular and brilliant 
performance. Designed by Abele and 
Gutbrod, the building is quite unlike any 
other I have ever seen. It has one large 
and two smaller halls freely composed 
about a large main series of foyers, and 
a restaurant which can be used quite 
separately also forms a secondary en- 
trance. In front of the building is a 
large mosaic-paved forecourt beyond 
which is grass and planting over a two- 
level underground garage. 

Perhaps the striking use of large irre- 
sular facing slabs of different coloured 
ranites and delicate blue and gold 
nosaics in designs reminiscent of ship’s 
camouflage give a key to the design 
throughout. I do not wish to convey an 
impression of discord or of facile exhi- 
bitionism. On the contrary, the whole 
work has a discipline and control which 
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extend to every part so that one is aware 
of the curves, the angles, irregular pat- 
terns and costly furnishings all as parts 
of one conception. It seems as if the 
client had said to the architect: ‘ Stutt- 
gart is devastated. I want you to express 
the new Stuttgart—individual, confident 
and magnificent.’ 
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building on the right of the picture and 
forms the second focus. The third com- 
prises the huge concave side wall of the 
main auditorium, punctuated only with a 
single door and fronted by a large free- 
standing canopy curved on plan to echo 
the wall behind. These different faces are 
differentiated by the mosaic granite fac-

Externally the design has three main 
focal points. The entrance hall with a 
steel-blue sheet metal canopy shaped like 
an aircraft wing is backed by the circular 
end of the main auditorium with the two 
secondary halls on either side. This is 
the view I have taken for my sketch. The 
restaurant is on the other side of the 
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Stuttgart Concert Hall.

The covered way connects with the students’ hostel 


ings and by irregular widths of brown- 
purple vitreous tiles laid in horizontal 
string courses. The angled top of the 
auditorium drum has an off-white, pale 
yellow, pale blue and gold mosaic in that 
order of colour dominance. 

Inside, the same carefully controlled 
asymmetry is everywhere. An exciting

across the mosaic-paved forecourt. The entrance canopy of steel-blue metal is shaped like a 
wing. The hall to the right is clad with granite mosaic, different areas being grey-green, brown 
and sandstone and black, with small areas of blue and gold. The hall on the left is covered with 
purple-brown vitreous tile with stainless steel relief 
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foyer leads into the main auditorium. 
Here the balcony sweeps up on both sides 
in a great crescent from the level floor 
with curving rows of royal blue velvet 
seating, backed by walls of wood panel- 
ling, stained silver-brown. Sunk in the 
level floor is an ornamental mosaic pool. 
The concert platform is backed by 
panelling the colour of rich chestnut 
leather hides with, to the left, a curving 
wall faced with large granite slabs in ran- 
dom mosaic pattern. Concealed lighting 
is set in a sweeping plaster ceiling. The 
emphasis throughout is on the curved 
form. 

In the second hall the emphasis is still 
on the plastic modelled interior, but now 
having angular forms, while for the third 
hall the free modelling is completely 
abandoned and a simple asymmetrically 
decorated rectangle used. It is possible to 
predict that this building will soon find 
its way into the text-books of modern 
architecture. 


New University Centre 


A new University Centre is being 
created in close association with the Con- 
cert Hall, and I have included a sketch 
of the nearly completed technical insti- 
tute building designed by the city archi- 
tectural authorities. The use of hori- 
zontal courses of random vitreous tiling 
is reminiscent of the concert building, but 
this time a light yellow cream colour has 
been used. The technical institute is an 
exciting building, but also one with con- 
siderable dignity. A covered way con- 
nects it to a hostel building, for both 
sexes, which is some 16 storeys high. 

Stuttgart is rebuilding at a very rapid 
rate. Most of the buildings are in what 
is becoming the Western European 
Modern Style consisting of grid patterns 
of plain or simply subdivided windows 
disposed on single slabs. Some of the 
examples of this are of a very high 
standard; others are merely eclectic. I 
have included a sketch of the new Ameri- 
can Consulate Building designed by Otto 
Appel (Frankfurt) and completed in June, 
1955. It has a rather unassuming, almost 
dull character due to the small-scale effect 
of the square window apron panels and 
the high stilting of the ground floor. The 
entrance hall is complete with glass and 
terrazzo panels to full room height. and 
the curtain track set in the plaster ceiling; 
it is furnished with, among other things, 
four Mies van der Rohe chairs as a 
gesture to American-German solidarity! 

The pre-war flats designed by van der 
Rohe near Killesburg Park have sprouted 
television aerials, washing and, on one 
corner, a collection of shop display signs. 
Le Corbusier’s house (No. 2) is rather 
dilapidated and appears unoccupied but 
the block on stilts is used and is in com- 
paratively good condition with some of 
what I imagine to be the original colours 
still being used. It commands a magnifi- 
cent view over Stuttgart and should now 
be declared an: ‘International Ancient 
Monument’ at some suitable top-level 
conference of the ‘Heads of Govern- 
ment’ and preserved for the nations! 
There are some gaps in the rest of the 
scheme, and these are being filled by in- 
different new building. 


The New Rotterdam 


We stayed for a few days in Rotterdam. 
It is one of the easiest of cities to see. 
When rebuilding commenced everything 
in the plan was carefully zoned, an effect 
in every way apparent in practice, and 
all the main streets are of very great 
width with large areas of open space 
where eventually there will be prominent 
new buildings. The emphasis on design 
is in two directions. In housing, dwell- 
ings of all kinds make uniform use of a 
large plate glass window for the principal 
room with differing combinations of 
smaller subdivision for the opening 
lights, and though every possible varia- 
tion is used on different buildings there 
is always this harmony of character. 
Public buildings are designed with very 
large areas of plain walling, frequently 
in matt glazed brickwork, and the fenes- 
tration arranged to provide exciting hori- 
zontal or vertical lines or squares. This 
is in strong contrast to the grid window 
pattern usually adopted elsewhere. 

The characteristic of a holiday is that 
it must come to an end, if only tem- 
porarily. Our time had been most 
enjoyably spent and it was not with too 
great a reluctance that we boarded the 
night boat at. the Hook.

MARCEL BREUER: SUN AND SHADOW. THE 
PHILOSOPHY OF AN ARCHITECT. (London: 
Longmans, Green and Co.) Price 50s. 


PN this book the emphasis is on the word 

philosophy, for, although it includes a 
good deal of biographical information about 
Mr. Breuer and a portrait, given as a frontis- 
piece, its literary content takes the form of 
a series of essays by the architect on the 
principles that guide him in his work—essays 
developed from tape-recordings of several 
conversations between Mr. Breuer and 
Mr. Peter Blake, who has done the editing 
and notes. The sub-title of the book, ‘ Sun 
and Shadow,’ is not an oblique reference to 
the vicissitudes of an architect’s career; it 
derives from the sol y sombra of the Spanish 
‘builring and is used to express the unifica- 
tion of contrasting notions—the light and 
shade of architecture. 

Much of the text is taken up with a 
recapitulation of the technical developments 
of our time which have opened up a new 
approach to architecture, and it is freely 
sprinkled with the irritating art jargon. That 
seems inseparable from any discussion of 
the contemporary style. For example, we 
are told that ‘space is not plastic, static, 
positive, projecting’ (has anybody ever 
thought that it was?); that walls and par- 
‘titions are ‘tools for living’; that space in 
buildings is ‘a unity of the practical and 
the aesthetic’; that the new architecture is 
a ‘concept of flow, of motion: the flow of 
space that leads to a continuity of space’; 
that chairs and tables and fireplaces are 
“plastic forms in space’; and so forth. 
One of the greatest handicaps of modernism 
is undoubtedly the inability of its advocates 
to express themselves in plain language. 

The real value of the book is in its illus- 
trations, the hundreds of photographs and 
drawings of Breuer’s work and projects from 
1920 to 1955, in Europe and the United 
States—furniture, houses large and small, 
educational buildings, commercial and 
industrial buildings, cultural centres, and 
finally the first and second projects for the 
UNESCO headquarters in Paris, the second 
of which is now being built. In fact, we 
are shown the development of Breuer’s 
revolutionary ideas in the design of buildings 
and furniture from the early experiments 
in the Bauhaus to the assured work of to- 
day. Tribute must be paid to the technical 
excellence of the photography and its re- 
production. 

Modernism, particularly in iis more 
xtreme manifestations, is not everybody’s 
meat; yet few will deny the freshness of 
thought that Breuer has brought to the 
enclosure of space (one must not use: the 
unfashionable word planning), to the 
creation of novel architectural forms, to the 
handling-of materials, new and old, and to 
the use of colour. Despite its value as a 
record of the work of an acknowledged 
leader of the modern movement, physically 
this is a most exa$Sperating book. It has 
been ‘designed by Mr. Alexey Brodovitch at 
Breuer’s suggestion on the ‘horizontal’ 


principle and therefore has to be read side- 
ways; one illustration actually appears up- 
side down! About half the space of the 
book is blank. Why do publishers allow 
themselves to be seduced from the rational 
principles of book production? 


THE MopeERN Cuurcn. By Edward D. Mills, 
FRIBA. (London: The Architectural 
Press.) Price 30s. 


[N a brief foreword to this book Mr. Basil 
Spence writes: ‘Important principles in 
church design have been handed down to 
us through our great churches and 
cathedrals, and while traditional require- 
ments have changed very little for the older 
commissions, architects should be encouraged 
to be inventive and to breathe a contem- 
porary vitality into the various parts of the 
building. The Gothic charches, the 
Renaissance cathedrals and the Georgian 
Nonconformist preaching houses were all 
contemporary architecture in their time.’ 


There is, of course, no reason why modern 
materials and structural techniques should 
not be used in the design of churches. The 
only reservation, surely, is that they should 
be used to produce a recognisably devotional 
appearance and atmosphere. Mr. Edward 
Mills, in this book, which he claims to be 
only ‘an introduction to the subject of 
contemporary religious architecture,’ does 
two things: (1) in a dozen chapters he sets 
forth very clearly the practical needs in the 
design, planning, construction and furnishing 
of modern Christian churches of different 
denominations, and their ancillary buildings, 
and (2) presents illustrations of numerous 
modern examples of religious buildings 
erected or proposed not only in this country 
but in Europe and North America. 


Mr. Mills’s text is excellent, but some of 
his examples are sadly disappointing. If it 
is right to expect in churches an appearance 
and atmosphere expressive of spiritual 
purpose, then several of these buildings do 
not fulfil the conditions. If one did not 
know they were churches one could easily 
mistake them for secular buildings. Taking 
a few of them as they come in turning over 
the pages one would say—a factory, a 
‘Prairie’ house, an exhibition building, a 
grain silo, an airplane hangar, and, strangest 
of all, a sort of reproduction of primitive 
cliff dwellings. It is at least comforting to 
note that most of the buildings that look 
like anything but churches are foreign. The 
English examples shown are, on the whole, 
expressive of purpose. Mr. Spence’s 
Coventry Cathedral, for instance, notwith- 
standing the originality of its conception and 
its use of modern structural technique and 
materials, is unmistakably a religious build- 
ing, perhaps because he has wisely retained 
in the interior the effect of ‘ the long-drawn 
aisle and fretted vault,’ and Mr. Mills*s own 
buildings and some others are good of their 
kind. If, however, this book really shows 
the best that has been done at home and 
abroad in the contemporary idiom, then it 
is safe to say that the modern movement 
will have to move much farther before it 
produces anything comparable with the best 
work of the Middle Ages. 


By the time a new edition is called for 
Mr. Mills may perhaps be in a position to 
include some more convincing examples; 
he may also like to amend the opening 


sentence of his preface, which reads: ‘ The 
history of the last 50 years indicates the 
chaos that results when the world turns its 
back on Christian ideals,’ since it can 
hardly be his intention to suggest that 
Christianity is the only religion in the 
world, or indeed, that even in the so-called 
Christian countries it has ever been widely 
practised in accordance with the Sermon on 
The Mount, 


THE ROYAL PARKS OF LONDON. By Richard 
Church. (London: HM Stationery Office.) 
Price 2s. 6d. 


IN this little book Mr. Richard Church, 
in a discursive but most entertaining 
way, imparts a great deal of information 
about the London Royal parks. He rambles 
through them, recalling their history as he 
goes; pausing to admire their visual beauties, 
natural and conventional, including the 
architectural; to note their flora and fauna 
and a thousand-and-one other points of 
interest. The parks, of course, are St. 
James’s and the Green Parks, Hyde Park, 
Kensington Gardens, Regent’s Park and. 
Primrose Hill, Greenwich Park, Richmond 
Park, and Hampton Court and Bushey 
Parks. The book is admirably illustrated. 
There is a general plan showing the positions 
of the parks as well as detailed plans of 
each, together with many delightful little 
pen-and-ink drawings by Mr. Victor Cooley 
and eight half-tone reproductions of old 
prints. An excellent half-crown’s worth for 
any lover of London. G. i. 


ALPHABETS FOR SIGNWRITERS, ARTISTS AND 
ILLUMINATORS. Edited by H. Oxborough 
with W. T. Lovegrove. (London: The 
Technical Press, Ltd.) Price 14s. net. 


. ALPHABETS for Signwriters, Artists and 

Illuminators’ is the twenty-first edition 
of the well-established ‘ Delamotte,’ edited 
by H. Oxborough and W. T. Love- 
grove. But this edition is so radically 
revised and altered that it constitutes a 
virtually new work. The book is con- 
veniently divided into three parts. Inevitably 
the list starts with the Roman alphabet, for 
the finality of the Trajan tradition (and a 
claim may be made for the splendid panel 
from Wroxeter) has never been seriously 
challenged. As Eric Gill writes in his 
Autobiography ‘lettering is for us _ the 
Roman alphabet and the Roman alphabet is 
lettering.” This classical foundation once 
established, many (but not all) of the 
alphabets in Part I are suitable only for 
manuscript. They include a number of 
admirable examples, modern on bases of 
tradition, suitable to the various instruments 
of the craft, reed, quill, brush and steel pen. 
Part II presents a catholic selection of the 
many excellent founts available to the 
typographer today. If the range of choice is 
an embarrassment, suitability to purpose 
must be the guide. With so much good 
material to choose from, modern printing 
should always be what it often is, a lucid 
setting-forth and a visual delight. Part III 
contrasts strangely with the general restraint 
of Part II. Some of these alphabets are 
‘more likely to be suitable for drafting 
exercises for advanced students than for 
practical use.” Some of us may hope it will 
remain at that. They may have their 
nostalgic value—the fairground, the 
valentine and the old _ trade-cards—but 
students, even advanced, might be better 
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exercised on alphabets of a less romantic 
tinge. That cavil apart, this book cannot 
fail to be of immense help to the growing 
band of artist-craftsmen concerned with the 
furtherance of the printers’ and _ the 
scriveners’ art. J.B.

Builders and contractors are listed under 
their counties and builders’ merchants 
appear both alphabetically and under 
counties. The work is comprehensively in- 
dexed and not over-laden with obtrusive 
advertising matter. 

A list of trade-marks and brands, with 
descriptions of the products to which they 
apply and the names of the distributors, 
forms a useful appendix. 


Special plastics section is a new feature. 


PLAN YouR OwN Home DECORATION. 
Written and illustrated by H. Dalton Clif- 
ford. Pp. 97. (London; Country Life, 
Ltd.) Price 15s. 


NOT EVERYBODY will agree with everything 
that Mr. Clifford says, but his discussion of 
the problems of home making, which covers 
in its brief course such matters as lighting, 
heating and the choice and arrangement of 
furniture, is certainly stimulating, and his 
main contention, that a home should reflect 
the character and tastes of those who are to 
live in it, will not be resisted by anyone who 
has character and taste. 


The illustrations are vivid, sometimes in- 
structive, and nearly always amusing. It is 
to be hoped that this book may help some 
at any rate of its readers ‘ to escape from the 
twin tyrannies of fashion and convention,’ 
from the three-piece suite and even, possibly, 
from the picture rail,

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Day Schools For Handicapped Children 
NEW MINISTRY BULLETIN 


GOLUTIONS to problems peculiar to 

the planning and construction of day 
schools for educationally sub-normal 
children are discussed in a recently pub- 
lished Ministry of Education pamphlet 
(Building Bulletin No. 14: ‘Day ESN 
Schools’ ; HMSO, price 2s.). 

The bulletin is divided into two parts; 
the first deals with the relationship 
between the special educational require- 
ments of children retarded through 
limited ability or some other condition, 
and the organisation of the school, the 
planning of buildings and the internal 
space, and methods of instruction. The 
second part illustrates seven recent school 
projects carried out in various areas and 
describes the individual schemes decided 
upon to meet problems arising in plan- 
ning this type of school. 

Most ESN children are educated in 
ordinary schools where adaptations of 
curriculum and method are made to suit 
them; only the most severe cases of 
educational sub-normality would be 
found in the schools discussed in the 
bulletin. 

Because of the characteristics of 
children attending ESN schools, it is 
desirable that plenty of space be pro- 
vided, so that a well-varied programme 
of essentially practical work can con- 
veniently be carried out. The children 
learn by activities with their hands, 
making and doing things, rather than by 
sitting back and listening. The maximum 
size of each class is 20 pupils. The 
majority —roughly 60 per cent. —of 
children attending are aged 12 or over. 
The schools are usually relatively small; 
not more than 1 per cent. of the school 
population in any one area are expected 


to attend special ESN day schools. 
Apart from the requirements that there 
shall be for each class a room of not less 
than 520 square feet, the regulations 
specify only a minimum total of teach- 


ing space. The respective totals are set 

out in the following table. 

Number of Number of Appropriate area 
classes pupils in square feet 
Five 100 5,600 
Six 120 6,200 
Seven 140 6,800 
Eight 160 7,400 
Nine 180 8,000 
Ten 200 8,600 


In a small all-age ESN school, say of 
five classes and 100 pupils (this is about 
the average size), the most costly items in 
the building are the hall, which should 
be large enough for the physical educa- 
tion of a group of 20 boys or girls, and 
practical accommodation for 60 boys 
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KEY: AH—assembly hall, CR—classroom, PCR—practical classroom, C—cloak 
space, BH—boiler house, CH—changing rooms, S—storage space, MI—medical 
inspection room, SR—staff room, HT—head teacher, K—kitchen or scullery 
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and girls of secondary school age. 

A hall of an area of 1,500 to 1,800 
sq. ft. is usually sufficient for a group of 
20 pupils. Some authorities have sought 
to lessen the cost by reducing the height 
of portions of the structure-and using 
shorter spans. Thus, cruciform or T- 
shaped halls have evolved which, while 
being suitable for physical. education, 
also lend themselves in the bays to 
drama, music, dining and other purposes. 

The handicap of educationally sub- 
normal children is social as well as 
intellectual, states the pamphlet, and the 
layout of classrooms in school buildings, 


‘and the facilities offered in each room, 


should be designed to foster growth and 
progress within the school society. 
Sections of the pamphlet deal with the 
general principles of school organisa- 
tion, learning processes, and teaching 
and non-teaching accommodation. The 
seven examples of recent schemes carried 
out include diagrams showing how 
different accommodation and _ other 


problems were tackled.

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REBUILDING PRISONS 
By B. S. TOWNROE, OBE, JP 


JN a recent debate’ in the House of 

Lords on the eve of the holiday 
season, Lord Mancroft, briefed no doubt 
by the Prison Commissioners, dealt with 
. plans for the replacement of obsolete 
prisons, and the building of minimum 
security prisons. Every prison visitor is 
aware that our local prisons are over- 
crowded, mainly with minor offenders. 
A man, for example, who will not, and in 
many cases cannot, support a wife whom 
he has deserted, may find himself today 
occupying for the whole of the night, and 
half of the day a cell, once built for one 
person, and now occupied by three 
prisoners. There are at present some 
2,000 prisoners, each sleeping with two 
companions in one small cell, about half 
the size of the average living-room in a 
council house. 

In the past I have given in articles 
published in The Builder many facts to 
show the difficulties of trying to apply 
new methods of penal reform in old 
prisons. There is Pentonville, for 
example, built in 1842 as a model prison 
at that time, and occupying eight acres of 
valuable space, which might well be 
covered in 1956 by high flats or com- 
mercial buildings. There is Dartmoor, 
which thousands of holiday makers must 
have seen this year, originally built as a 
safe place in which to secure Frenchmen 
captured in the Napoleonic wars; or there 
is the local prison of Oxford, so old 
fashioned that for many years it was only 
lighted by gas. 

Prison officers are complaining bitterly 
of these out-of-date prisons, and it is 
becoming more and more difficult to 
recruit suitable staff prepared to work 
under such conditions. At least 1,000 
more prison officers are required today. 
Owing to lack of staff to supervise 
prisoners at work, the majority of con- 
victed men or women have to remain too 
long in their cells. The average working 
week at Wandsworth Prison is only 224 
hours. In Oxford Prison I have seen over 
40 men on remand sitting or lying in the 
passages outside their cells, some reading, 
some smoking, and all looking com- 
pletely bored. 


‘Sluggish Government Action’ 


Sir Harold Scott, who has now retired 
from being Commissioner of Police in the 
Metropolis, said at a meeting of the 
Holloway Discharged Prisoners Aid 
Society, that prisons in Britain were a 
disgrace, and added, ‘there is only one 
thing to be done with.them and that is to 
dynamite them.’ 

The present Prison Commissioners, 
working at their headquarters at Horse- 


ferry-road, Westminster, are trying hard. 


to solve the problem of how to provide 
more prisons when they are constantly 
being pressed by the Treasury to go slow 
with the expenditure of public money, 
especially at a time when the ordinary 
taxpayer takes no interest whatever in 
prison buildings. Lord Mancroft, speak- 
ing in the House of Lords debate, made 
it pretty clear that the lack of any 
stimulus from public opinion partly 


’ accounted for 


the 
government action.’ 

It is becoming more and more clear 
that there will be less work for builders 
constructing new prisons in the future 
than there was 100 years ago. On the 
other hand, Sir Harold Scott spoke good 
sense when he said that it would be a 
disaster if we repeated the mistake of the 
19th century, and put our ideas into solid 
bricks and mortar which could only be 
removed by dynamite. ‘Something less 
expensive will be required if we are to 
change the prisons of the future.’ 

Undoubtedly the Prison Commis- 
sioners hope that more and more mini- 
mum security prisons will be built in the 
near future. These will have no bars 
on the windows, and no locks on the 
doors. They will be much more 
suitable for offenders who have failed 
to pay up on a maintenance order than 
the Pentonville type of prison, which 
would cost today probably more than 
£1,000 per cell. 

Another consideration must also be 
born in mind. Most of our prisons were 
taken over by the State from local 
authorities. In the view of Sir Harold 
Scott, writing at the time he was chair- 
man of the Prison Commissioners, in the 
event of these being disposed of ‘the 
local authorities, under the statute by 
which they were taken over, have to be 
given the. option of purchasing them 
back at approximately the price they 
received for them in 1877.’ 

Builders in the future may expect to 
receive contracts for building prison 
camps suitable for first offenders, and 
country colonies with cottages for women 
prisoners. 


‘FLAT PLATE’ SYSTEM 
Birmingham Experiment 


FOLLOWING research by the Birmingham 
City Architect’s Department in collaboration 
with the Trussed Concrete Steel Company, 
Birmingham Corporation is trying out the 
‘flat plate’ system of building which, it is 
held, may radically alter the construction of 
flats in this country. The method is being 
used for the first time in Britain in the 
current Birmingham project at Millpool 
Hill Estate of eight-storey flats. 

The frames of the flats are being put up in 
half the time taken by normal techniques, it 
is claimed, and it is possible that the flats 
may be ready in seven months. A feature 
of the system is that there are no beam pro- 
jections, leaving the whole space between the 
floors free of obstruction which means that 
a greater degree of flexibility in planning 
accommodation is possible. 

Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, Birmingham 
City Architect, said on September 24, that 
it is possible that there will be a saving of 
about £100 a flat. The flats were inspected 
on that date by members of the Birmingham 
House Building Committee. 





West Bromwich Plan Approved 


The Minister. of Housing and Local 
Government has approved with modifica- 
tions the development plan for the County 
Borough of West Bromwich. The plan, as 
approved, will be deposited in the Town 
Hall, West Bromwich, for public inspection.

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KENT NEW TOWN 
Opposition by Agricultural 
Interests at Inquiry 


TTPHERE would be room in the proposed 

new town at Allhallows-on-Sea, adjoin- 
ing the Isle of Grain, Kent, for some of 
London’s overspill, it was stated at a three 
days’ public inquiry at Maidstone last week. 
Sir PATRICK ABERCROMBIE said: ‘'ihe 
London County Council would jump at the 
chance of coming into Kent.’ 

The inquiry was into an appeal by ‘he 
Dolphin Development and Management 
Co., Ltd., a subsidiary of Richard Costzin, 
Ltd., into the refusal of the Kent County 
Council to give planning permission for ‘he 
development of Allhallows as a new town. 
Mr. Eric W. ADAMS, managing director 
of the company, said the project would cost 
about £20m. 

The Kent County Council gave as its 
reasons for refusing planning permission | 
that the land involved was of the highest 
agricultural value and the proposed develop- 
ment would prejudice the future expansion 
of part of the Isle of Sheppey. The site 
is about two miles from the Kent oil refinery. 

Mr. MICHAEL Rowe, QC, for the com- 
pany, said there were three grounds for the 
appeal: The agricultural interests involved 
were overweighed by the national interest 
because of the importance of the new town; 
the county council’s proposed development 
of -the Isle of Sheppey was unrealistic; and 
the development would create a balanced 
community. 

Mr. W. E. ADaMs said his company had 
been consulted because of the need of the 
British Petroleum Company to provide 
houses for its employees at the Kent Oil 
Refinery. Expansion of existing villages on 
the Isle of Grain had been considered, but 
it was felt that such development would 
be bad, as it would tend to create com- 
munities of people in the same employment. 

Mr. Adams said his company had paid 
£125,000 for 1,500 acres, of which 875 would 
be needed for the new town. 

Replying to Mr. Willis, SiR PATRICK 
ABERCROMBIE agreed that Allhallows was 
not mentioned in his Greater London Plan 
as a possible new town site. He agreed 
that that part of Kent had not been con- 
sidered because of the exceptional agri- 
cultural value of the land. 

The Kent County Planning Officer, Mr. 
JaMEs W. R. ADAMS, said that when he was 
a member of the technical sub-committee 
studying Professor Abercrombie’s Greater 
London Plan, ‘the Kent County Council 
felt that there was no good reason, from 
Kent’s point of view, why a new town should 
be located in Kent. It was felt that the 
expansion of existing small and moderate- 
sized towns would better suit the Kent 
economy and would also meet any require- 
ments of London overspill. The county 
council’s views to-day are identical.’ 

The Ministry of Agriculture was strongly 
opposed to such valuable land being used 
for housing, said Mr. Adams. If a new 
town was built at Allhallows, it woud 
attract industry which the KCC would prefer 
to see moving to Sheppey. He thought the 
ultimate population of the new town wou'd 
be nearer 50,000 than 25,000. 

The Minister’s decision will be announced 
in due course.

NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY 


Annual Conference at Southport 


(THE National Smoke Abatement Society 

held its annual conference at South- 
port from October 3 to 5. The following 
are some extracts of what was said: 

Two papers on the medical aspects of air 
pollution, and two on new smokeless fuels, 
were given on October 3, when the chair 
was taken by Dr. J. S. G. Burnett, Medical 
Officer of Health for Preston. 

Mr. W. Hopkinson, of the North 
Western Gas Board, introducing a paper by 
his chairman, Mr. D. P. WELMAN, said that 
‘f we really wanted to come to grips with 
the problem of the 19 million tons of smoky 
coal burnt in household grates in the 

black’ areas we needed the help of all the 
smokeless fuels. And, in particular,: since 
we were trying to displace a solid fuel used 
for long-period heating, we should prefer- 
ably find a smokeless solid fuel. The Beaver 
Committee had come to the conclusion that 
cas coke must provide ‘the main solution.’ 

Dr. W. Ipris Jones, Director General of 
Research, National Coal Board, speaking of 
the Beaver Report’s policy on solid fuels, 
said that it would give the National Coal 
Board two main tasks to carry out. The 
first of these was to arrange that the large 
quantities of bituminous coal displaced from 
the smokeless areas were made available 
for conversion into electricity, gas, coke, or 
other types of manufactured smokeless fuel. 
The second was to increase its own produc- 
tion of manufactured smokeless fuels, and 
this would call for a vigorous development 
programme to translate into commercial 
production the results of the research work 
at the Board’s Research Establishments and 
other establishments. 

ALDERMAN G. H. GOULDEN, of Salford, 
speaking at the morning session on 
October 4, said that the Clean Air Act was 
a challenge to the whole smoke abatement 
movement to show that it had not been 
talking moonshine all these years. Its 
administration would entail a vast amount 
of work, by far the greater proportion fall- 
ing upon local authorities. All those 
organisations and individuals who com- 
prised the clean air movement had a part 
to play, but all would be in vain if local 
authorities displayed no more than a benign 
attitude to the efforts of others. 

Miss JupitH G. LEDEBOER, a chartered 
architect and chairman of the Housing Cen- 
tre Trust, said at the afternoon session on 
October 4 that opportunities were available 
through slum clearance and redevelopment 
programmes for the conversion of whole 
blocks of residential property consisting of 
rows and rows of cottages each pouring out 
its smoke into the grey atmosphere, into 
neighbourhoods ‘ where homes are heated by 
smokeless fuel and where the residents may 
look out at a blue sky.’ 

Earlier, she said that a great deal had 
already been done to overcome the reluct- 
ance of the housewife to accept a new and 
more complicated appliance, burning an 
unaccustomed fuel. Appliances which gave 


greater comfort by increased radiant and 
convected heat, were easier to clean, and 
could, with an improvement grant, be pro- 
vided with a back boiler, would do much 
to get the new situation accepted. 


On the morning of October 5, delegates 
heard Sir HuGH BEAVER, who was Chairman 
of the Government’s Committee on Air 
Pollution, give thé Seventh Des Voeux 
Memorial Lecture entitled ‘Clean Air—the 
Next Chapter.’ 

Sir Hugh said that he felt he had made 
too many speeches already, that he would 
like to sum up—at least as far as he was 
concerned—and so this lecture was virtually 
his swan song. However, at the conclusion 
of his lecture he said that, while he would 
retire from the active fray. he would hold 
himself ready for the next committee. 


Sir Hugh continued by saying that if they 
looked on the passing of the Clean Air Act 
as a milestone, it was well to remember that 
they had only reached that milestone by the 
force of public opinion. And if in time to 
come they were to look back on the passing 
of this Act as the beginning of a new 
chapter, it would be because public opinion 
would have both required and facilitated the 
effective application of the Act. Summing 


up this point, he said: ‘Let us not think: 


to-day that you or we have won a great 
victory. It rests on the future and on what 
we make of the future, to decide whether 
it has been a victory; and whether the new 
Clean Air Act does in fact open a new 
chapter.’ 

If it was the intention to secure the effec- 
tive application of the Clean Air Act in 10 
to 15 years, then it was necessary to bring 
into operation smoke control areas in the 
so-called ‘black’ areas at an average rate 
of something like 300,000 acres a year. In 
the middle years of the period new smoke 
control areas should be coming into exist- 
ence at a rate of from 400,000 to half a 
million acres a year. This meant the con- 
version of heating appliances in perhaps a 
million dwellings, shops, offices and build- 
ings of every sort in a year. 

At the end of his lecture, Sir Hugh said 
that he ventured to say even before the 
Society that the matter of the most effective 
means of educating public opinion needed 
much more examination than it had received. 
We should not have to wait for a disaster, 
such as December, 1952. before Govern- 
ments took action. Air pollution was ‘ news.’ 
There was, he thought, no paper that would 
not publish reports of items of information 
about air pollution. He suggested that the 
Society might find it worth while to have 
as one of its principal activities the collec- 
tion of pertinent and striking information, 
and the feeding of it into the popular Press 
in a form that could be easily and readily 
understood and accepted. He said: ‘ This 
education of the people must include the 
removal of their doubts and suspicions, the 
dealing with criticism in a convincing and 
sympathetic manner, an honest interest in 
the public you are addressing, an absence of 
self-interest or special pleading, and, above 
all, the presentation of real facts.’

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WATER UNDERTAKERS 
ASKED TO REGROUP 


In the Interests of Efficiency, 
Minister States 


ME. DUNCAN SANDYS, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, is 
asking water undertakers in England and 
Wales to consider combining with their 
neighbours in the interests of water supply 
efficiency. In his view, the process of 
regrouping, which has been taking place very 
gradually since the passing of the Water Act, 
1945, should now be tackled faster and 
much more radically. This information is 
contained in Circular No. S2/56 issued by 
the MoH & LG and published by HM 
Stationery Office, price 4d. 

There are still over 1,000 statutory water 
undertakers in England and Wales to whom 
the Minister says in the circular, ‘Many 
undertakers, although they have met the 
needs of their consumers admirably in the 
past and are justly proud of their record, 
are likely to find their resources no longer 
equal to the tasks set by the growing demand 
for water from domestic, industrial and 
agricultural consumers.’ 

Three methods of regrouping are sug- 
gested: (1) Several local authority under- 
takers might together form a joint board, 
or an existing joint board might vary its 
are; (2) Companies might amalgamate; 
and (3) A company or a local authority 
might extend its area by taking over neigh- 
bouring undertakings. 

Regrouping, says the circular, is some- 
times opposed on the ground that it will lead 
to higher water charges. But the cost of 
the service provided by the new and stronger 
undertaking must be compared with the cost 
of a similar service, had it been provided 
by each of the original undertakings. In 
the Minister’s view the comparison is not 
likely to be to the disadvantage of the larger 
organisation. Where ‘cheap water areas” 
are combined with ‘dear water areas’ the 
Minister will be prepared to consider 
authorising differential rates for a stated 
period of years in fairness to the consumers 
in the ‘ cheap water areas.’ 

Regrouping will be carried out mainly by 
orders under the Water Act, -1945, made by 
the Minister on the application of the under- 
takers concerned. Extensive consultations 
will be’ necessary between water undertakers, 
but the Minister is looking for substantial 
progress in the next 12 months.

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Standard Indenturing and Its Enforcement 
LESSONS OF A RECENT TEST CASE

BRIEF: report of an _ Industrial 

Disputes Tribunal award regarding 
some apprentices was recently published 
(August 24, page 327) in The Builder. 
The substance of the case was that a firm 
of builders, near Oswestry, were 
cited by the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives to the Tri- 
bunal on the issue that four apprentices 
were being refused permission to attend 
day release classes at technical school. 
The firm admitted this non-compliance 
with the provisions of the Standard Deed 
of Indenture, but maintained that their 
apprentices receivéd adequate training. 
The Award, No. 880, found .. . ‘that 
the recognised terms and conditions of 


employment applicable to the case are’ 


those embodied in the agreements of the 
National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry, and, in particular, the National 
Joint Apprenticeship Scheme Agreement. 

. The Tribunal require the employers 
herein concerned to observe:the aforesaid 
recognised terms and conditions of em- 
ployment and award accordingly.’ 

Behind this apparently routine type of 
dispute it would seem that a new principle 
has been established which can have con- 
siderable effect wpon the National Joint 
Apprenticeship Scheme. Hitherto the 
rates of wages and general conditions of 
employment for apprentices as prescribed 
by the NJC have been regarded as norm- 
ally enforceable through the Industrial 
Disputes Tribunal; general opinion, how- 
ever, on the actual act of indenturing was 
that this was not obligatory on firms who 
were not members of an association 
which was an adherent body of the NJC. 
In other words, a non-federated firm 
could argue that as they were not a party 
to the Standard Deed they could not be 
required to sign it. 

For some years it has been evident to 
the NFBTO that many solicitors were 
advising their non-federated builder 
clients on these lines, and it appeared that 
resistance to the Standard Deed was in- 
creasing. The problem was not acute in 
the southern half of the country—especi- 
ally in London and the Home Counties 
—where a paucity of apprenticeship 
applicants existed, but in the north the 
question had begun to assume more than 
comfortable proportions. As an example: 
the North-West Region has approxi- 
mately 9,000 indentured apprentices, 
whilst no less than some 14,000 boys are 
employed as learner-craftsmen. 


In some areas it was known that under- 
payment of wages, refusal to allow attend- 
ance at day release classes, and similar 
acts of non-compliance, were rife, and 
although the submission to the IDT of 
proven cases could enforce the provisions 
of the National Agreement, such awards 
were seldom, if ever, retrospective. More- 
over, the crucial question of the deed 
itself remained unresolved. 

The position where the deed exists as 
a signed and approved document is, of 


course, quite clear: it is a document set- 
ting down what amounts to a contract of 
service and its production in a court of 
law can be counted on to secure judg- 
ment on any retrospective underpay- 
ments. However, the legal advisers of 
the unions and the NFBTO were of the 
strong opinion that where the deed did 
not exist enforcement of its provisions 
through the courts was not possible; 
moreover, any award by the IDT must 
stop short of the actual requirement to 
the employer to complete and sign the 
document of indenture. 

The NFBTO were obliged to view the 
position as ef considerable importance 
in many regions, inasmuch as that in 
these areas the numbers of apprentices 
employed by non-federated firms was as 
much as 50 per cent. of the whole. Fur- 
ther, it is in these areas where the strong- 
est criticism has been made (by both 
federated and _  non-federated firms) 
against the alleged high wages rates pre- 
scribed by the national scheme; certainly, 
if apprenticeship had remained a purely 
regional or local matter it is extremely 
doubtful if the national wages rates could 
have been negotiated where there were 
more would-be apprentices than places 
for them. 

Thus the distinct possibility arose that 
as the assumed legal position percolated 
through to the thousands of non- 
federated firms, resistance to the deed 
would grow and undermine the entire 
apprenticeship scheme or, at best, limit 
the conception of universal and standard 
indenturing. Evidence accumulated that 
this was indeed the incipient situation. 


Law Society’s Deed 


The case on which the NFBTO eventu- 
ally decided to test the issue before the 
Industrial Disputes Tribunal was that 
now under discussion. Up to some 
two years previously the firm had prac- 
tised indenturing of its apprentices 
through the local joint apprenticeship 
committee. At that time, however, it 
was discovered that consistent and con- 
siderable underpayment of wages had 
been taking place, and the unions in- 
volved found it mecessary to sue (on 
behalf of the apprentices) through the 
County Court. They won their case, of 
course, and nothing further was heard 
of the matter until early this year, when 
it was learned that once agaif: underpay- 
ment and non-attendance at day release 
technical classes was occurring. Investi- 
gation showed that the firm—acting upon 
legal advice—had ceased their practice of 
indenturing under the standard deed and 
that four fresh apprentices were involved. 

In correspondence the firm made it 
clear that there was no intention of utilis- 
ing the standard deed, either then, or in 
the future; instead, they were adopting 
a deed issued by the Law Society. 

At a meeting under the chairmanship 
of the regional industrial relations officer 
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of the Ministry of Labour, the leading 
representative of the firm volunteered the 
information that, whilst the apprenticcs 
and their parents had signed the Law 
Society deeds, the firm had not done so, 
and therefore even this questionable pro- 
tection appeared to be invalid. 

Although the NFBTO were dealing 
specifically with non-attendance at day 
release classes they indicated to the firm 
that the basic issue was the refusal to 
indenture in the normal manner. The 
point of view of the firm was very frank : 
they had learned a costly lesson two yeais 
previously and they were resolved not 
to be caught out again. The situation, 
then, was that the firm demanded the 
right to employ apprentices under their 
own conditions, and, of course, the right 
to discharge apprentices at any time. This 
last became manifest when the firm stated 
unequivocally that if the NFBTO decided 
to ask the IDT for an award the appren- 
tices in question would be discharged 
immediately. 

The NFBTO elected to proceed and 
reported to the Ministry accordingly. In 
the event, the case was not without some 
value: at least the facts of the dispute 
were without a vestige of dubiety, and if 
the question of the enforcement of the 
standard deed was ever to be put to the 
tribunal it would have been hard to have 
found more clear-cut circumstances. 

At the hearing the firm’s representative 
concentrated on the issue of training and 
queried whether the technical day classes 
available in their district had any value. 
He claimed that the firm had a high repu- 
tation for good building and that their 
apprentices had an excellent and varied 
training. The representative of the 
NFBTO argued that un-indentured ap- 
prentices were placed at an inevitable dis- 
advantage: bereft of a completion 
certificate issued by the National Joint 
Apprenticeship Board, their position and 
opportunities in adult life would be less 
favourable than those who had completed 
a normal apprenticeship. He pointed out 
that the National Joint Apprenticeship 
Scheme had received the full approval 
and support of the Government; the tech- 
nical school authorities were also recog- 
nising and collaborating with the 400 or 
so loeal joint committees; and, finally, 
that the objects of the scheme would be 
frustrated without a standard deed of in- 
denture and central control. 

The award itself is of commendable 
clarity. It comes down firmly on the side 
of the industrial agreements and requires 
adherence to their terms in their entirety. 
The apprenticeship agreement has this to 
say: .... ‘All boys learning a craft in 
the building industry shall enter into a 
written agreement of apprenticeship 
which shall be the Standard Deed of 
Apprenticeship, issued by the National 
Joint Council ... .” 


Thus there would seem no doubt that 
the actual act of indenturing is called for 
by the award. Local joint apprenticeship 
committees which have been hampered in 
their work by the existence of consider- 
able numbers of non-indentured appren- 
tices, and the refusal of non-federated 
firms to comply, have now an instrument 


‘at their disposal which should assist them 


considerably.

Bank Review of 
Commonwealth Building 


[N a review of conditions in the building 

trade in some of the overseas countries 
where it has branches, Barclays Bank D.C.O. 
discloses’ some interesting information. In 
‘South Africa mortgage advances by build- 
ing societies reached a record level of just 
under £100m. last year. Of this amount al- 
most 25 per cent, represented advances for 
the building of new houses. The market in 
the Union for industrial sites and commer- 
cial properties remains normal; prices are 
steady. In the Cape Province the main de- 
mand for houses has been confined to the 
£2,000-£4,000 range. 

In Northern Rhodesia prices for good re- 
sidential properties continue to be firm, and 
such properties command high rents. Busi- 
ness premises for lease, particularly in the 
Copperbelt, are quickly occupied and give 
good returns. The Ndola Municipal Coun- 
cil in July passed building plans for £471,466, 
including the erection of 50 houses for the 
use of the copper refinery at a cost of 
£253,703. In Lusaka a five-storey Post 
Office is to be erected, and in the same town 
an £85,000 luxury cinema is now building. 

In July, Salisbury (Southern Rhodesia) 
City Council approved plans for £1,212,965 
worth of building, including £440,000 for 
flats, £264,833 other dwellings, £364,400 com- 
mercial buildings and £56,710 industrial 
buildings, and in the same month Bulawayo 
Council passed building plans for £200,190, 
mainly for housing. 

A building depression is reported by the 
Bank from Uganda. In Kampala a number 
of large commercial buildings are nearing 
completion but owners of sites earmarked for 
development have shelved their plans for the 
time being. 

Kenya is to produce sheet and window 
glass for the first time. A new public com- 
pany, with a factory in Nairobi’s industrial 
area, is to apply for a licence to produce the 
glass, which, it is claimed, would reduce the 
necessity to rely on imported supplies. 

From The Bahamas, the Bank reports that 
up to the end of July permits valued at 
£1,203,255 were issued for building in New 
Province. 

A paper factory costing £1,000,000 is 
proposed in Trinidad. It is planned to manu- 
facture cardboard from waste paper, bagasse, 
bamboo and imported cellulose. An Ameri- 
can company, the Bank also reports, are in- 
vestigating the possible erection of a 10m. 
dollar chemical plant in Trinidad. 


Contracts without Quantities 
NFBTE INCREASE LIMIT 


THE National Quantities Rule of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers states that ‘members shall not 
tender in competition for contracts exceeding 
£3,000 in total value without bills of quanti- 
ties being supplied. In the case of contracts 
for the repetitive construction of small dwel- 
ling houses the bills of quantities shall be 
prepared in accordance with the principles 
of the Code for the measurement of building 
work in small dwelling houses. This 
instruction shall not apply to contracts for 
repairs or contracts for painting and decorat- 
ing only.’ 

At its meeting on September 26 the 
NFBTE Council decided’ to increase the 
figure in the Rule to £4,000.

AIR CONDITIONING TO-DAY 


A Record of Development in a Scottish Factory 


PERHAPS the most remarkable thing 
about the development in recent years 
of Thermotank, Ltd., of Glasgow, was 
the achieving of the air-conditioning con- 
tract for the new Technical Centre of 
General Motors Corporation, Detroit, 
USA. The air conditioning of buildings 
is commonly believed to be the prerogative 
of the Americans and it is certain that 
this method of heating and cooling build- 
ings is more often applied in that conti- 
tinent than anywhere else. It is, perhaps, 
more necessary, but the fact remains that 
a British firm has gone West and taken 
contracts for several million dollars 
against local competition. GMC are not 
the only people to realise the effectiveness 
of the ‘Thermotank System’; Fords, 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
Standard Oil and Texas Oil are some of 
the other organisations in 
America that have a British 
air-conditioning system by 
this firm. 
The company’s history 
shows that the origin of 
their know-how is in the air- 
conditioning of ships; a 
luxury for passenger liners 
in the early days, now a 
necessity on all vessels for 
passengers and crew alike. 
This marine work still takes 
the largest part of the out- 
put from the Glasgow works 
and is the mainstay of the 
industry. 
The success of this firm is 
no flash in the pan, the 
large research department 
maintained to investigate all 
aspects of air-flow, velocity, 
automatic control, fittings 
from the functional and 
aesthetic aspects and many 
other diverse and important 
avenues of approach is a 
sure sign that the industry is 
a living, growing and thriv- 
ing organisation. 
During a tour of the 
factory recently the many 
facets in the construction 


and design of air-conditioning equipment. 


were amply demonstrated. The investi- 
gation of the flow of air from a stack 
(shown in the illustration below on a scale 
model of a ship, it might easily have been 
a building under investigation) was made 
as an aid to the placing of the air inlets 
to the system where they will not be 
fouled by smoke or smuts. The stream 
of smoke from the model is photographed 
stroboscopically; this shows all the 
eddies quite plainly. The same sort of 
machine is used to ‘stop,’ visually, a 
moving fan-blade, the speed of the stro- 
boscope relating to the speed of the fan. 
In this way the reaction of a fan to differ- 
ent loads may be accurately plotted. 
Other machines in this department in- 
cluded a 40-in. test tunnel equipped with 
measuring instruments covering speed,

In conjunction with the British Shipbuilding Research Asso- 
ciation ; an investigation being carried out on the path of the 
smoke from ships’ funnels 
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power and the analysis of the noise made. 

Out of a staff of about 1,500 there is 
in the drawing offices nearly 300; one 
role is the making of ‘negatives’ by 
scratching with a steel stylo on celluloid 
that has been coated with cream dis- 
temper quarter-scale drawings of ducting. 
These ‘ negatives ’ are placed in a vertica! 
projector and projected, full-size, on to 
the actual metal where the outlines are 
taken off, prior to cutting. 

In another research department was 
seen a model of a two-stage colliery fan, 
180 in. in diameter, complete with its 
electric drive and diesel auxiliary. Here, 
also, was the electronic equipment, and 
recently developed combined lighting and 
air-conditioning fittings using the well- 
known ‘ Lumenated Ceiling,’ a subsidiary 
of the company. 

Other departments seen were occupied 
in the manufacture of light and heavy 
ducting, pressing steel and plastic parts, 
argon welding, repair and reconditioning, 
and assembly of complete air-condition- 
ing plant of all sizes and types.

Buildings—What is 
Required 


By F. M. LEA, CBE, DSc, FRIC, 
Director of Building Research, 
DSIR 


HE purpose of this session is to 
discuss the design and provision of 
the buildings in which research is carried 
out. . It falls into two parts, the identi- 
fication and statement of needs, and the 
planning and design of the buildings to 
meet those needs. The first, the prepara- 
tion of the brief for the architect, is the 
subject of this paper, and the second, the 
conversion of the brief into design and 
construction, that of the paper which is 
to follow. Most directors will have their 
own ideas about research buildings and 
this paper can do no more than set out 
some points on which decisions have to 
be taken and some of the considerations 
that will influence them. 


There are two distinct types of project 
to consider, the site layout for a research 
organisation requiring numerous build- 
ings, and the planning of the individual 
laboratory. The first must be dismissed 
very briefly 


Site Layout 


The selection of a site for an industrial 
research laboratory serving a particular 
manufacturing unit may be _ predeter- 
mined by the availability of land adjacent 
to a factory, but for most research organi- 
sations the choice is wider. In general, 
research organisations take up more land 
per worker than industry and there is 
no need for them to be located where 
land is most costly, in the central areas 
of towns. The outskirts of towns are very 
suitable. A region which is attractive as 
a place in which to live and work can 
be of considerable advantage in recruit- 
ing staff, but an organisation situated too 
far out in a rural area may experience 
difficulty in recruiting its clerical and 
junior staffs. 


The most difficult problem in the plan- 
ning of site layout for a research organi- 
sation is the prediction of future needs. 
These are more foreseeable for an exist- 
ing organisation forced to move to a new 
Site than for a new organisation, but they 
still involve many uncertainties. The pre- 
dictions made will largely influence the 
minimum area of land required and the 
way in which the layout of the buildings 
is planned. 


There are two basic ways of allowing 
for expansion in considering the layout 
of buildings: to concentrate the original 
premises so that expansion is radial, or 
tc spread the buildings more widely so 
that each can serve as a nucleus for ex- 
pansion into the space surrounding it. 
The first can lead to awkward splitting 
of related work, or services, at a later 
date, and the second, if carried to excess, 


to greater initial expense and increased 
running costs in maintenance of grounds 
and services. It can also become a barrier 
to the unity of the organisation and the 
close working together of its separate 
parts. 

The sites for the buildings housing dif- 
ferent branches of work and services will 
obviously be chosen so that the more 
closely related activities are adjacent. 
When rehousing an existing organisation 
a study of work-flow, i.e., the way in 
which the various branches co-operate 
with each other, can very usefully be 
made in the existing establishment. 


A choice has to be made between 
multi- or single-storey buildings, and de- 
cisions reached as to the extent to which 
workshops, stores, library, etc., are to 
serve the whole organisation or to be in 
part or whole allocated separately to 
various major research units. It is gener- 
ally cheaper, and in other respects ad- 
vantageous, to house pilot plant or large- 
scale testing equipment in separate build- 
ing than to combine them in large 
general laboratory buildings. Only in the 
case of a relatively small organisation 
is a single building likely to be the best 
solution, and even then some other simple 
type of accommodation will usually be 
needed for rough work, and bulk storage, 
etc. 
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The Individual Laboratory 
Building 


Though laboratories are many, and 
each will have been the subject of detailed 
examination, no broad study of labora- 
tory buildings comparable with that car- 
ried out for hospitals, schools and other 
special types of buildings, has been pub- 
lished. The Division for Architectural 
Studies of ‘the Nuffield Foundation is at 
present engaged on such a study and its 
results should provide guidance on many 
matters even though research laboratories 
do not lend themselves to such a degree 
of systemisation as hospitals or schools. 


The brief for the architect for a labora- 
tory must obviously detail the space re- 
quirements and services, and the general 
layout desired, but it should do more; it 
should outline the general nature of the 
work, and the way in which the staff are 
organised for this can be of much help 
to the architect in detailed planning and 
in considering possible alternative 
suggestions. 

In the preparation of this brief the 
heads of the various sections to be accom- 
modated will have had the opportunity 
to state their needs and will often do so 
with considerable precision in the light 
of the existing work and organisation. It 
is, however, a common experience that 
within a few years of the completion of 
a laboratory, or even before it is occu- 
pied, there has been some change in staff 
groupings or needs. The broad needs 
must obviously be met, but planning 
should not be tied too closely to the idio- 
syncrasies of the individual.

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covered in a list of requirements for a 
laboratory building are set out in Table 
1. Much of this list must be left to speak 
for itself and comment is limited to some 
selected points. 


Space Required 


Sometimes the nature of the work 
determines the size of the room required. 
This is so with large-scale engineering 
testing, for instance, where the sheer bulk 
of the equipment needed is alone the 
deciding factor. Routine bench work, 
such as chemical analysis, can often with 
advantage be done in large laboratories, 
but it is more common in research 
organisations to find existing large rooms 
being sub-divided than small ones being 
run together. For most small-scale work 
two to four people to a room seem to be 
the most general allocation. Lorne Gray* 
has shown that, in the laboratories oper- 
ated by the National Research Council 
of Canada,. ‘useful’ space (i.e., space 
other than that occupied by the thick- 
nesses of walls, and by corridors, stair- 
cases and cloakrooms) varies from 
158 sq. ft. per worker in an electronic 
development laboratory to 270 sq. ft. in a 
technical physics laboratory, the average 
Over a range which includes biology, 
chemistry, engineering and atomic energy 
being 231 sq. ft. per person. 


Laboratories of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research in this 
country covering subjects like radio, water 
pollution, food, pest infestation, and 
general chemical research, average 240 
sq. ft. of useful space per worker. These 
figures may be taken as a very rough 
means of arriving at the overall size of 
a laboratory building for a known or 
estimated number of workers. If the 
problem is one of rehousing, experience 
of the existing laboratories will naturally 
be drawn upon. 


Adaptability 


In laboratories in which the pattern of 
work is highly specialised and unlikely 
to change over long periods of time, each 
room may be designed specifically for 
its particular job. But if the work of 
individual sections is likely to change in 
detail as research is carried forward, or if 
the relative importance of the various 
sections may alter, it is obviously advan- 
tageous if modifications are easy to effect. 
With the techniques for building and pro- 
vision of services now available it is pos- 
sible to obtain a high degree of flexibility 
in the movement of partitions, benches 
and connections to services, but at a cost 
of perhaps up to 15 per cent. extra if 
almost infinite flexibility is demanded. In- 
flexible, monumental, laboratory build- 
ings are a poor long-term asset and 
flexible ones a good asset. The decision 
will usually be a compromise and the 
time spent in a careful examination of 
the degree of adaptability desirable and 
an estimation of the extra cost involved 
will be well repaid.

Offices 

The relationship of office to laboratory 
space needs careful consideration. The 
expression ‘ office’ really means writing 
space; for assistant staff, and the younger 
research worker, it is better to provide 
tables in the laboratory than separate 
office accommodation. For the senior 
research worker and _ section leaders, 
separate offices without laboratory ser- 
vices, which may therefore be across a 
corridor from the laboratories, are usually 
required, but in some cases they may be 
of the nature of private laboratories. The 
proportions depend on the nature of the 
work and the organisational structure of 
the staff. It should be remembered that 
serviced laboratory space is compara- 
tively expensive, so that accommodation 
which does not need the services should 
so far as possible be kept separate from 
it. 

Special ‘Service’ Laboratories 


Service laboratories fall broadly into 
two categories: (i) those providing special 
services, €.g., analysis, x-ray work, tracer 
element work, mechanical or electrical 
computing, and photographic services, 
etc., and occupied by the staff groups 
involved; and (ii) those providing special 
conditions of humidity, temperature, etc., 
and often used by the staff at large. 

The immediate requirements for the 
first group are likely to be known fairly 
precisely and on that account they are 
perhaps specially apt to be planned rather 
more inflexibly than is really needed, 
imposing restrictions on design that are 
not essential. 

The second group consists of rooms re- 
quiring special air-conditioning. This 
type of requirement is expensive and for 
abnormal conditions, e.g., humidities 
close to but below full saturation, it is 
unwise to rely on the maintenance of 
closely controlled conditions in a large 
room. .If a high degree of control is 
required, it is preferable to rely on smaller 
laboratory cabinets. 


Stores and Storage Space 


Space requirements for storage, and 
facilities for unloading and dispersal of 
stores, are bound to vary with the kind 
of work undertaken and with the nature 
of the stores organisation, whether cen- 
tral or decentralised. No general guide 
can, therefore, be given, but a number 
of different requirements can be identi 
fied as follows: 

(i) The Main stores, which accepts and 
stores manufactured goods and equip- 
ment. This requires a substantial build- 
ing with adequate heating; (ii) bulk 


_ Storage for crude or raw materials which 


must be protected from the weather, but 
which require little more. than shed-type 
accommodation; and (iii) storage of bulk 
samples for materials used in relatively 
large quantities or for large specimens 
that it is necessary to retain for at least 
a period. It is uneconomical to use space 
in an expensive laboratory building for 
this purpose, but it is usually desirable 
that each section or unit should have its 
own storage space rather than that all 
should share common accommodation. 


ally meets the needs. 
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Probably something akin to a set of lock- 
up garages meets the need most con- 
veniently and economically. 


Space for Pilot-scale Work 


Many research laboratories have need 
to carry research beyond the laboratory 
stage to pilot-scale development. The 
space requirements are greater than for 
laboratory work and the facilities needed 
differ. While adequate provision will be 
made in the design of a research labori- 
tory for permanent heavy plant, theie 
is evidence that some modern laboratorics 
are handicapped by insufficient provision 
of space for ‘mock-up’ plant installed 
as required for limited periods of time. 

A single-storey building with adequate 
clear height and a concrete floor gener- 
Adequate powcr 
supplies should be provided at one cr 
two fixed points and temporary leacs 
taken to the plant unless this is of a per- 
manent nature. Heating is most econc- 
mically provided by local and movabie 
sources. The width of the doors should 
be sufficient to allow access of a lorry. 

When the plant used is likely to remain 
permanently in position the necessary 
special foundations can be detailed at the 
design stage, but otherwise provision can 
be made for bolting plant to the floor. 
The structure can be a light frame pro- 
vided no loads need be carried on the 
walls and that lifting may be done by 
lifting tackle. The necessity for an over- 
head crane needs examination for the 
additional cost in the structure of the 
building and the crane is not inconsider- 
able. Pilot plants consume and produce 
substantial quantities of materials and 
provision is needed for loading, unload- 
ing and storage. 


Lighting 

The condition which most closely 
affects the plan form of laboratory is 
that of daylighting. The Division for 
Architectural Studies of the Nuffield 
Foundation has recently completed a 
reportt on lighting based on observations 
made in some of the laboratories of the 
Agricultural Research Council. This 
recommends that the basic level of 
illumination should be of the order of 
15 lumens per sq. ft. on working planes, 
the general lighting being supplemented 
by adjustable local lighting for special 
tasks. The daylight factor recommended 
is 3 per cent. for close detail, with some 
falling off from this for less exacting 
work, though experience at the Building 
Research Station suggests that it shou!d 
nowhere be less than 2 per cent. 

It is, however, not necessary for this 
to be achieved wholly by daylighting, 
and it may in some. circumstances te 
beneficial to the plan, and possibly to the 
arrangement of windows in the fagades, 
to provide for a mixture of day and art:- 
ficial lighting as the normal daytime illv- 
mination. Light from north-facing win- 
dows is preferred by many laboratory 
workers. Windows on other faces should 
be equipped with adjustable protection

from sunshine, and all windows should 
be designed to minimise the visual dis- 
comfort caused by sharp contrasts be- 
tween light and dark areas within the 
field of view. 

Artificial lighting is still a controversial 
subject about which it is perhaps unwise 
to dogmatise. Experience at the Build- 
ing Research Station indicates that when 
a good proportion of the total light 
emitted from the fittings—say up to 30 
per cent.—is directed upwards on to ceil- 
ings and walls which have been decorated 
in light-reflecting colours, the rooms ap- 
pear bright and pleasant, in contrast to 
those lit only by downcast lighting, which 
tend to be gloomy and somewhat 
dispiriting. The fittings should be care- 
fully designed to avoid dazzle, that is to 
say, the unshaded light source should not 
be visible to the eye at angles of eleva- 
tion of less than 60 degrees. 


Heating and Ventilating 


Heating and ventilating go hand in 
hand. Since they may be very expensive 
if exacting demands are made of them, 
it will be as well to assess accurately what 
degree of control is needed to avoid ask- 
ing for rhore than is really necessary. At 
one end of a long scale of cost is the 
full plenum system of washed and heated 
—or cooled—air, working to fine limits 
of temperature and humidity; at the 
other, ordinary low-pressure hot water 
in pipes and radiators, and three air- 
changes an hour through the fume cup- 
boards. . 

Apart from the difficulty that pipes and 
radiators bedevil the siting of benches and 
the running of services, there is little 
to be said against them. But if the degree 
of flexibility called for in the internal 
arrangements allows for the creation of 
rooms anywhere they are required simply 
by moving pre-formed partitioning, there 
is the possibility that a room might be 
left, or formed, without any direct heat- 
ing. This would lead to unevenness of 
temperature throughout the building and, 
inevitably, complaints. It may be over- 
come by floor, or perhaps ceiling, heat- 
ing. 

The method to be adopted will depend 
on the advice of the heating engineer and 
the architect, but the client must make 
quite clear what service he wants. In 
most laboratories in the United Kingdom 
an internal temperature of 65 degrees F. 
approximately (i.e., within 4 degrees or 
5 degrees either way) provides reasonable 
working conditions. Any special condi- 
tions should be detailed separately, to- 
— with the limits of variation allow- 
able. 


The Services 


'n a laboratory whose internal arrange- 
ments are unlikely to change, benches 
may be set in the required positions and 
Services brought to outlets wherever they 
are needed, the pipes and cables being 
fixed to bench or structure as necessary. 
But the fixing of services to benching 
adds a formidable difficulty to the busi- 
ness of moving them, and this applies 
also to partitions. If, therefore, the 
laboratory is to be easily adaptable some 
form of ‘ring main’ service run should 
be contrived, either around, or within, 


the perimeter walls of the building, or in 
ducts arranged in the thickness of the 
floor, with ‘ heads’ for gas, water, electri- 
city, drainage and other such ductable 
services as may be required, arranged at 
a regular series of fixed points. 


At any of these points connections can 
then be made to outlets and drain points 
on the benches and wherever else they 
may be required, connections not in use 
being plugged. In this way furniture 
equipment and apparatus can be arranged 
in whatever manner best suits the work 
at any given time with the minimum of 
disturbance. 


Safety precautions may be needed if 
there are likely to be hazards other than 
those to which all buildings are exposed. 
Sprinkler systems, or ‘ water-curtains’ 
may be desirable for some kinds of work. 
Anyone suffering a personal mishap, as 
for instance a chemical spill, should be 
able to get easily into an occupied room 
where he can be helped. It should be 
possible also to turn off all services at 
main stop valves and switches at control 
points which should be at easily access- 
ible places on the main circulation routes 
through the building. 

One way to determine quickly and 
accurately all that is required of the new 
building is to form a small committee 
of ‘key’ laboratory men, under a repre- 
sentative of the director, together with 
the engineer who will be responsible for 
maintenance of the new building. and if 
at all possible the architect. At some stage 
in the development of the plan, oppor- 
tunities should be made to visit any other 
establishments there may be whose ex- 
perience of providing accommodation is 
likely to be relevant. Such a reconnais- 
sance should be made not too early, not 
too late. The value of the information 
gained will be proportionate to the degree 
of precision with which the problems 
have been identified. 
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Building for Research — 
Design, construction and 
layout of Laboratories

qt has been said, with a good deal of 
truth, that no building can be a 
success unless its designer has thoroughly 
understood the essential purpose and 
function which it is to fulfil. Thus, as 
one of the first tasks in the planning 
of any new building, the architect must 
make a close study of the system or pro- 
cesses involved: space, plant and person- 
nel requirements; problems of delivery, 
circulation, dispatch and the like. 

This initial fact-finding process is 
complicated in the case of research 
laboratory design, in that there is no firm 
basis from which to start. Research is 
never static; it is constantly changing in 
both direction and scope, and a brief 
based on the immediate requirements at 
any given moment in time would almost 
certainly be inapplicable when, months 
or years later, the new laboratory reaches 
physical completion. 

To overcome this difficulty one should: 
(i) Forecast as accurately as possible 
future developments in the particular 
field of research concerned; (ii) ‘ fix’ the 
stage to which research may be expected 
to have advanced by the estimated com- 
pletion date of the new laboratory; and 
(iii) base the detailed schedule of require- 
ments for the building on (ii) above. 

Accurate short-range prediction will 
ensure that the pattern of research will 
dovetail precisely with the accommoda- 
tion and facilities provided by a new 
laboratory at the time of completion. 
Long-term prediction—stated in terms of 
probable expansion requirements—pro- 
vides valuable assistance to both architect

Choice of Site 

Where an entirely new laboratory is 
planned selection of the site is a matter 
of prime importance. Many factors— 
téchnical, financial, social and political— 
will influence the choice, and the director 
will be well advised to consult his archi- 
tect at an early stage. In determining the 
area of land required, due provision 
should be made for growth and develop- 
ment. Too little attention has been paid 
to this in the past, with the result that 
some of the older DSIR laboratories, at 
least, will shortly reach the physical 
limits of expansion. They are virtually 
en in and no more land is avail- 
able. 


Layout 


In planning the larger type of labora- 
tory, consisting possibly of a number of 
different divisions, the question arises as 
to whether all principal units should be 
’ grouped together in one close-knit block; 
or dispersed into divisional units (though 
still as parts of a 
correlated 


whole). 
Some directors 
hold most 


strongly to the 
view that close- 
knit planning is 
essential, as only 
by this means 
can proper 
control of the 
organisation be 
ensured. The 
validity of this 
argument is 
open to question, 
especially when 
it is remembered 


that the larger 
research _ estab- 
lishments, such 


as Farnborough 
or Harwell, 
appear to func- 
tion efficiently 
despite their vast 
size. The 
decision, in my 
view, should turn 
on the question 
of economics and 
upon what is the 
most _ suitable 
arrangement’ to 
meet site condi- 
tions. The open 
layout is more 
appropriate to a 
hilly site — it 
avoids expensive 
under - building, 
can be moulded 
more effectively to the contours of the 
land, and facilitates future extension. 
Among its disadvantages are longer (and 
therefore more costly) roads, paths and 
services. 

Whatever form the proposed labora- 
tory may take, there is a fundamental 
lesson to be drawn from past mistakes 
which architect and scientist alike must

heed. This is the supreme importance 
of preparing at the outset a master plan 
which lays down the general lines of de- 
velopment for the future. 

It may be objected that a research 
laboratory by its very nature cannot be 
tied down to a preconceived plan—that 
its development must be free to flow in 
any direction circumstances may dictate. 
Whatever merits this argument possesses, 
the congestion, inconvenience and (some- 
times) positive discomfort apparent in 
certain laboratories to-day is the direct 
outcome of unplanned development in 
the past. 


Design of Buildings 


Assuming that the site has been selected 
and that the architect has (i) studied the 
detailed requirements and gained a close 
insight into the functions of the labora- 
tory, and (ii) given some preliminary 
thought to the general Jayout, the busi- 
ness of transmuting words, figures and 
descriptions through the intermediate 
drawings stage into actual buildings can 
go forward. 

Where the laboratory equipment in- 


volves special engineering plant, the 
architect will wish to consult with his 
engineering colleagues in the very early 
stages of design. In such cases there is 
much to be said for setting up a joint 
design team consisting of architect, engi- 
neer and representatives of the director, 
so that all aspects of the scheme can be 
kept under continual review as design 
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work proceeds. This policy has been 
successfully adopted by the Ministry of 
Works and also by various private con- 
cerns for whom research laboratories 
have been built in recent times. 

However exhaustive the preliminary 
study, it is not to be expected that the 
first sketch plans will meet with univer- 
sal approval. From these the director 
will get his first ‘ pictorial’ glimpse of 
how the written schedules of requiremen's 
will appear in building form, and any 
important omissions from the schedule;, 
or misconceptions on the part of the 
architect, will be disclosed. 

At this stage the director and his staf 
should scrutinise the sketch plans wita 
the utmost care and thoroughness, follow- 
ing which the architect can be given a 
detailed list of any modifications or add:- 
tions desired. The director should clear! y 
understand the vital importance of 
making known at this juncture all basic 
objections to the sketch plan proposals. 

Once the final sketch plans have been 
completed and approved no_ further 
alterations should be made—the working 
drawings and details for actual building

purposes must be allowed to proceed 
without hindrance. Above all, changes 
of mind ought never to be indulged i1 
once the building work has been startec; 
not only do they delay the work anil 
bring about a sense of frustration amon 
workmen, builder and supervisors alik«.

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Construction 

The form of construction most suited 
to a particular laboratory building must 
largely be determined by technical re- 
quirements (including the degree of flexi- 
bility), cost, and architectural considera- 
tions. 

For the smaller laboratory, load bear- 
ing external walls with concrete floors and 
roof provide a satisfactory and econo- 
mical solution especially as—by the use 
of prestressed concrete floor and roof 
units—clear spans of up to 40 ft. can 
be readily achieved. The extent of win- 
dow area which can be provided, how- 
ever, is necessarily limited. 

A system of construction which has 
been successfully adopted for the new 
Radio Research Laboratory at Datchet 
consists of precast concrete posts support- 
ing light tubular steel roof trusses, carry- 
ing in turn a steel deck, insulated on its 
upper surface and finished with three- 
layer bituminous felt. The decking con- 
stitutes both ceiling and roof, and an 
experimental area has been fitted with hot 
water pipes to form a heated ceiling. 

This form of construction has many 
advantages (not the least of which is 
speed of erection); it is not expensive and 
is particularly well adapted to the require- 
ments of small-scale laboratories. 

For the three-storey main block of the 
Water Pollution Research Laboratory at 
Stevenage the system of construction 
used was a combination of reinforced 
concrete frame and load-bearing brick 
walls. The upper floors and roofs were 
all of prestressed, precast reinforced con- 
crete units bearing on both frame and 
walls. The concrete frame or grid was 
exposed externally, the panels being filled 
in by full-width steel windows with 
vertical cedar boarding below, backed by 
insulating blocks. 

In both the foregoing examples the 
electrical, gas, telephone and hot and cold 
water services, together with heating 
mains, were run in trenches under, or in 
false ceilings over, the main corridors. 
Distribution feeds were carried behind 
benches to outlet points, radiators or con- 
vectors in the individual rooms. Exhaust 
ducts from fume cupboards were run 
partly in specially created vertical casings 
and partly in false ceilings of corridors 
to deliver through grilles above roof level. 

For the multi-storey laboratory, or 
where specially high structures are neces- 
sary to accommodate large-scale plant, 
fully framed construction will probably 
have to be adopted using either reinforced 
concrete or steel. 


Heating 


A wide variety of heating systems has 
been used in different types of labora- 
tories, ranging from full air-conditioning 
and warming to hot water pipes fitted 
with aluminium alloy reflectors. Build- 
ings for pilot scale plant, workshops, 
stores and other large rooms of a semi- 
industrial character, where wall radiators 
may not be suitable or practicable, are 
more effectively heated by unit heaters 
suspended from the roof. These have the 
advantage of being directional and thus 
can be arranged to cover only those areas 
where heat is required.

An interesting departure from this 
practice was adopted in the large main 
hall at the Hydraulics Research Labora- 
tory, Wallingford, where a heated ceiling 
was used to allow a clear passage for the 
This system 
provides comfortable working conditions, 
although the heating plane is 25 ft. from 
floor level. 


Artificial Lighting 


Artificial illumination in small-scale 
laboratories is now almost universally 
provided by fluorescent tubes, much of 
the earlier dislike of this form of lighting 
having disappeared as the result of im- 
provement and development. 

Specially designed lighting fittings are 
required to meet the exceptional condi- 
tions found in research laboratories. 
Some of these must be capable of with- 
standing high or low temperatures; some, 
corrosion from acid fumes; others, ex- 
treme humidity or actual immersion. 
Lighting fittings for laboratories dealing 
with bacteriological or radio-active sub- 
jects must conform with the requirement 
usual in such conditions, i.e., that all 
ledges, crevices and other lodgments for 
radio-active dust must be eliminated. 
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Drainage and Finishings 


The disposal of liquid wastes from 
laboratories should be considered at the 
site selection stage as it can present con- 
siderable difficulty. These wastes are 
often highly polluting and their discharge 
direct to water-courses is prohibited by 
the Rivers (Prevention of Pollution) Act, 
1951. Usually the most satisfactory form 
of treatment is in admixture with domes- . 
tic sewage on a normal sewage disposal 
works, but local authorities need only 
accept these wastes by agreement under 
the Public Health (Drainage of Trade 
Premises) Act, 1937. 


When it is realised that the items 
coming under this head—plastering, wall 
tiling, floor  finishings, decoration, 
benches, fume cupboards and the like— 
may account for over 20 per cent. of 
the total cost of a laboratory building, | 
the importance of a critical approach to 
their design or selection becomes clear. 

Standards of finish which are pitched 
too high serve only to inflate costs with- 
out adding in the least to the facilities 
or general efficiency of a laboratory. At 
the same time standards must not be de- 
pressed to an undue point. 





EYESTRAIN IN CINEMAS 


LCC Consider IES Recommendations 


(THE London County Council’s rules of 

management of places of public enter- 
tainment require that for cinematograph ex- 
hibitions the relative positions of the picture 
screen and the seating shall be such that 
undue eyestrain is not caused. This require- 
ment has been regarded as being satisfac- 
torily complied with if the arrangements 
conform to the recommendations issued in 
1920 and the interim recommendations 
issued in 1954 by the Committees appointed 
by the Illuminating Engineering Society to 
investigate questions of eyestrain in cinemas. 
The recommendations issued in 1920 speci- 
fied a maximum vertical viewing angle of 
35 degrees to the top of the picture screen 
from the eyes of a person in a front row 
seat, the eyes of the viewer being assumed 
to be three feet six inches above floor level, 
and a minimum lateral viewing angle of 25 
degrees to the remote edge of the picture 
when viewed from the side seats. Interim 
recommendations issued in 1954 relaxed 
these requirements until further experience 
had been gained in the use of wide screens 
for adult audiences so as to allow of the 
maximum practical use of seats. For child 
audiences, the interim recommendations 
provided for the requirements previously 
imposed to be strictly observed, subject to a 
change in the method of calculating the 
lateral angle of view when wide screens 
were curved. 


Final Recommendations 


Final recommendations have now been 
issued by the Society. The temporary 
relaxation of the requirement as to the 
maximum vertical viewing angle of 35 
degrees at exhibitions for adults is discon- 
tinued and the decision of 1920 is confirmed, 


except that where at existing premises this 
requirement cannot reasonably be enforced 
for structural or economic reasons, an in- 
crease from 35 degrees to 45 degrees is 
recommended, provided that the angle of 
view to the centre of the screen does not 
exceed 30 degrees. The recommendations 
provide that at children’s exhibitions the 
maximum vertical viewing angle of 35 
degrees should be fully observed, and that 
seats from which this angle is exceeded 
should not be occupied. To secure com- 
pliance with these requirements at some 
existing cinemas it will still be necessary to 
remove seats from the front rows, even 
after allowing for the modification proposed 
for exhibitions for adults, but the number 
of seats which will have to be removed will, 
in the majority of the premises affected, be 
small in relation to the total number of 
seats. At premises proposed to be erected 
or adapted for use as cinemas, the require- 
ment as to a maximum angle of 35 degrees 
will be enforced. This will not involve any 
departure from the practice followed by the 
Council since 1920. 


The minimum lateral viewing angle of 
25 degrees to the remote edge of the picture 
screen when viewed from the side seats, 
which was adopted in 1920, has also been 
reviewed and it is considered that there is 
not sufficient evidence at present to justify 
a definite limit to the lateral angle of view. 
In the circumstances the Society recom- 
mends that the limit of 25 degrees should 
be waived for the time being. 


The Council have agreed to continue the 
practice of regarding conformity with the 
recommendations of the Society as satis- 
factory compliance with the Council’s rules 
of management.

A Drain at Variance with the 
Model By-laws 


Q.—A new glazed earthenware 4-in. drain 
is laid to a fall of 1-80, connected to a septic 
tank. Manhole to interceptor is 63 ft. It 
services a domestic dwelling with three 
people, but all bath and sink wastes are dis- 
posed of elsewhere. Although contrary to 
the Code of Practice and most text books, 
are there any special reasons why the drain 
should not function satisfactorily? Is it cor- 
rect to say that a local authority can 
approve of newly laid drains to 1-80 when 
their by-laws (and the form of application) 
cail for 1-40? The Statute, apart from the 
Model By-laws, would appear to lay down 
that ‘the drains must be laid to the satis- 
faction of the local authority ’ and not neces- 
sarily to the by-laws. Is this so? How can 
one successfully approach a RDC surveyor 
and tell him he has approved a drain both 
contrary to his own by-laws, and the accep- 
tei Code of Practice?

A.—It is assumed that the reference to a 
Code of Practice is that on Building Drain- 
age, Section 3, Subsection 304, para. 61, 
which states that in order to prevent accu- 
mulations of deposits in drains having 
limited and irregular flows, gradients of 
1 in 40 for a 4-in. drain; 1 in 60 for a 6-in. 
drain; and 1 in 90 for a 9-in. drain have been 
found to be suitable. The case quoted is not 
the usual one of a limited flow. Drains 
which take only the discharges from WC’s 
are the cleanest to be found in almost any 
drainage system, due to the volume of water 
flished each time the WC is used. 

If we consider the drain to come within 
the scope of para. c of the Code, i.e., that 
the gradient should give a velocity of 2.5 ft. 
per second when flowing one quarter depth, 
then the following case presents itself: 

Assume a two gallon flush and that this 
discharges (as most do) in six seconds to 
give 0.06 cu. ft. per sec. Observation from 
recent experiments show that the discharge 
from a WC through a normal quarter bend 
enters the drain with a 4 depth of flow in a 
4-in. drain; a 4 depth of flow gives approxi- 
mately a quarter volume flow. The volume 
of 1 ft. of 4-in. pipe = 0.086 cu. ft. so that 
when flowing one quarter full the velocity 
from a WC discharge will be approximately 
3 ft. per second. 


A 4-in. drain flowing full at a gradient of 
1 in 80 has a velocity of 2.6 ft. per second. 
When flowing 4 fill the velocity is 0.84 of 
that amount = 2.18 ft. per second. How- 
ever, with an initial velocity of nearly 3 ft. 
per second and a gradient capable of main- 
taining 2.18 ft. per second I would say that 
in a length of 63 ft. the drain will, provid- 
ing it is sound in all other respects, function 
quite satisfactorily under the conditions of 
flow quoted in question. 


The answer to the second question is a 
little less definite as it is believed that there 
has been no test case before the courts. The 
Statute regulating these matters is the 1936 
Public Health Act, relevant sections of which 
are: (a) Section 61 permits or may require 
a local authority to make by-laws in respect 
of certain matters, including drainage of 
buildings. 

The by-laws must be published in the Lon- 


don Gazette one month before application 
to the Minister for his confirmation. By- 
laws so confirmed may vary considerably 
between one local authority and another, 
indeed, it is the intention of the Act to allow 
differences to meet local needs, but it is 
unusual to find a by-law which states that 
the drain shall be laid to a definite gradient. 
(b) Section 63 of the Act permits a local 
authority, with the approval of the Minister, 
to relax any of the building by-laws in force 
in their district should it be unreasonable 
in a particular case. Whether the by-law 
has, in this instance, been relaxed is a matter 
of speculation. 

With regard to the last part of the ques- 
tion I think the preferable course of action 
is to obtain an interview with the RDC sur- 
veyor and tell him the objection to what is 
believed to be a contravention of the by-laws 
—either it has caused nuisance or it is feared 
it may cause a nuisance in the future. 

It does seem, however, that it may be a 
builder or contractor who laid the drain who 
is at fault and the inquirer is relying on the 
local authority to tell him of it. This may 
be expecting a lot of a local authority if 
they have carried out a flow test and found 
it satisfactory. On the other hand, if the 
work was carried out by the local authority 
and the inquirer is being required to pay for 
it, then he may object and seek arbitration 
under provisions of various Acts.

Constructing an Arch Entrance 


Q.—I wonder if vou would very kindly 
advise me on a small building problem. I 
am building my house, which has an arch 
entrance to the front porch. I wish to con- 
struct this of brick with plaster finish. The 
span is 16 ft. with a 3 ft. rise. The roof is 
of corrugated asbestos with a 30 degree 
pitch. Now if this is made as an ordinary 
brick arch, i.e., shaped brick, is this sufficient 
to form an adequate support to the roof, or 
would it need a concrete beam above it to 
take the load? If this is necessary, could 
you give me the reinforcement necessary for 
such a beam. Alternatively, I suppose it 
could be constructed of concrete with 
reinforcement. Should this be the only 
way, what would the reinforcement be for 
this? Cc H. 

A.—It would seem reasonable from the 
information given to suppose that an arch of 
normal brick construction would be perfectly 
satisfactory for this purpose. 

The arch should be constructed on the 
curve of a semi-ellipse. The bricks should 
be cut to the taper determined from the 
centre from which each section of the arch 
curve is struck. 

Because of the span, it would be advis- 
able to. make the depth of the arch on face 
13 ft. 2 in. Bricks should be jaggled bed- 
ded in cement gauged mortar and grouted 
with cement. H. O.D. 


Support for Brickwork 
Q.—In the construction of a domestic 
dwelling it is the practice, where the pro- 
posed window width is unusually great, to 
support the brickwork over the window by 


means of a concrete beam cast in situ. This 
is satisfactory when the concrete is later to 
be covered with a rendering or with some- 
thing which hides it from view. 
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Would you tell me, please, if any method 
of construction is known whereby, in the 
case of a wall consisting of brick outer skin, 
and breeze (or similar) block inner skin, 
it is possible to continue the brick courses 
over the window area in order to preserve 
the brick appearance from the outside? The 
type of dwelling envisaged is a bungalow 
having possibly 18 in. of wall height above 
the top window frame. The window width 
might be ‘around 10 ft., the centre 7 ft. 
being virtually unsupported. H. J.D. Y. 


A.—It would be quite satisfactory to con- 
tinue normal brick courses over an opening 
10 ft. across without introducing an arch 
or lintol, providing some reinforcement is 
introduced into the bedding and a cement 
mortar is used as the bedding material. The 
building procedure would be as follows: 

(1) Build reveals of window openings up 
to height of the head of the frame. (2) 
Erect across the opening a piece of timber 
suitably supported and of adequate strength 
to carry the bricks until brickwork to be 
built is set. This piece of timber should 
have a slight camber to avoid giving the 
appearance of the brickwork spanning the 
opening, to be sagging. 

(3) Lay bricks across the opening and the 
piece in the normal way, ensuring that the 
bricks are well wetted and the cross joints 
are solid. (4) Lay across the piece and the 
single course of bricks, already placed across 
the opening, one of the proprietary rein- 
forcement materials. These reinforcements 
can be obtained in rolls and in various 
lengths 3 in. wide. (5) Follow by laying a 
course of bricks thus keying the bedding 
materials into the reinforcement. The re- 
maining courses will be built in the normal 
way. 

It is assumed that the weight of the roof 
and ceiling joists will be carried by the lintol 
over the internal skin of the cavity wall.

Condensation in a Domestic 
Chimney 


Q.—Could you please advise me on a 
problem in a _ house which is_ having 
trouble with a flue. The brickwork of the 
flue below the roof space appears to be 
saturated with creosote, and a tarry sub- 
stance is trickling down inside the house 
particularly through bed aad cross joints 
and even through the brickwork of the 
stack. Bricks appear to be saturated also. 

The flue was originally a copper flue and 
later the copper was taken out and a Ray- 
burn cooker installed. The flue is of 44-in. 
LBC rustics built in lime mortar; the mortar 
is perishing and I do not know the condi- 
tion of the parging. A very poor quality 
soft coal has been used. | Je P 


A.—This would appear to be a classic 
example of the results of condensation in a 
domestic chimney. It is understood that 
for some time the flue in question has been 
used in connection with a copper and that 
during this period the trouble now being 
experienced did not exist. With the installa- 
tion of a Rayburn cooker, which in itself is 
an excellent appliance and is included on 
the list of approved appliances, this tarry 
substance appears. This substance is one 
of a number of materials which are con- 
tained in the gases given off during the pro- 
cess of burning of fuel. Under normal 
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conditions the gases are not harmful since 
they will be emitted to open air clear of the 
chimney. Should, however, a condition 
exist whereby such gases, which contain 
varying amounts of water in the form of 
vapour, are allowed to cool and the vapour 
condense, deposits of sulphur compounds 
and acids will ensue. If such a condition is 
allowed to continue one of its effects is likely 
to be the deterioration now being experi- 
enced. 


The Building Research Station has given 
considerable attention to the subject, parti- 
cularly in. view of the very extensive use of 
solid fuel appliances, including the type 
mentioned. I wouki recommend the care- 
ful study of Building Digest No. 60, obtain- 
able from HM Stationery Office, in which 
a number of suggestions are made to avoid 
continuance of the conditions that now 
exist. 

It must be understood that the tarry sub- 
stance will be extremely difficult to get rid 
of even when the remedy has been effected. 
With this in mind it may be worth con- 
sidering the more drastic measure of re- 
building the chimney and building in flue 
linings. The linings of salt-glazed earthen- 
ware pipes or asbestos pipes, provided they 
are used for the full height of the flue, 
would be a permanent prevention against 
damage by condensation. 

Additional air may be introduced into the 
flue by inserting an air brick into the flue at, 
or near, ceiling level. This, in many in- 
stances, has proved to be sufficient to avoid 
condensation, but it must be understood that 
considerable time must elapse before one 
can expect the tarry substance to cease 
appearing, for it will be found that the joints 
and bricks will be saturated with this 


deposit.

Determination of a Contract 


Q.—We would like to make a query 
which relates to all versions of the RIBA 
Standard Form of Contract for building 
works. Given that the contract period for 
final measurement is agreed to be three 
months, and the period for making good 
defects is six months after completion of the 
works, how are these considerations affected, 
if at all, when the contractor does not com- 
plete the works because, while the job is 
still in an incomplete stage, the contractor 
has legally and validly determined his own 
employment under the contract in accord- 
ance with the terms of Clause 20 of the 
Conditions of Contract? 

The particular point of query which we 
have in mind in asking this is, at what time 
is the contractor entitled to receive final 
balance of payment for the work he has 
executed up to the date of his determina- 
tion of his own employment under the con- 


tract?

A.—A_ legal correspondent writes: 
Clause 20 first sets-out the circumstances in 
which the contractor may determine his 
employment under the contract. The clause 
goes on to provide that ‘upon such deter- 
mination’ the contractor shall be paid the 
items specified in paragraph (2) (b). 

These items include: ‘(i) The contract 
value of the works completed at the date 
of such determination subject to clause 9 


of these conditions: (ii) The value of work: 


begun and executed but not completed at 
the date of such determination, the value 
being ascertained mutatis mutandis in 
accordance with clause 9 of these conditions.’ 

Clause 9 deals with the ascertainment of 
prices for variations. The contractor is to be 
supplied with a copy of the priced bills of 
variations not later than the end of the 
period of final measurement and before the 
date of the architect’s certificate in respect 
of the variation. 

It will be observed that the contractor’s 
right to payment is prefaced by the words 
‘upon such determination.’ These words do 
not seem to have any hard and fast legal 
meaning but must be interpreted according 
to the context in which they appear. In 
this particular context these words might 
well be interpreted as meaning ‘in conse- 
quence of such determination.’ This inter- 
pretation would mean prima facie that the 
contractor is to be paid within a reasonable 
time after the determination; the payment 
is not to be in consequence of some sub- 
sequent event. 

This interpretation may appear to conflict 
with the references in clause 9 to the period 
of final measurement. This is admittedly a 
difficulty, but I think that the real purpose 
of referring to clause 9 in this context is to 
bring in the provisions of paragraphs (a) 
to (d) as to the pricing of variations. It 
could hardly be the intention that the con- 
tractor’s right to payment should be depen- 
dent upon something which in the circum- 
stances would be right outside his control— 
namely the date of practical completion by 
another contractor. This consideration 
would also appear to negative any idea that 
final payment should be deferred until the 
expiry of the defects liability period. In this 
connection, however, I would also add that 
it is very doubtful whether the contractor 
can be called upon to make good defects 
arising during the defects liability period 
when he has already determined his employ- 
ment under the contract under clause 20. 

In Coe v. J. C. Collis & Sons (1941) the 
Court refused to award damages in respect 
of the contractor’s failure to make good 
defects, the contract having been determined 
under ‘clause 20; that decision was on the 
rather different wording of the 1931 RIBA 
Form which referred to determination of 
the contract and not (as does the present 
Form) to determination of the contractor’s 
employment under the contract. I think 
however, that the decision of the Court 
might have been the same notwithstanding 
this difference in wording. 

For all these reasons I am of opinion 
that the contractor is entitled to payment as 
soon as is reasonably possible after deter- 
mination under clause 20.

SPARE-TIME BUILDING 
‘ Operatives Liable for Discharge’ 


A STATEMENT on building work for profit 
by operatives in spare time was issued by 
the Great Yarmouth, Norfolk, Association 
of Building Trades Employers on Septem- 
ber 28. It said: ‘The Association affirms 
that competition is unfair where operatives 
engaged in the industry compete with their 
own or other employers by undertaking 
building work for profit in their spare time. 

‘It has therefore been agreed by mem- 
bers of the association that any operative 
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working on his own behalf in this way will 
be liable to be discharged in order that he 
may compete on equal terms with other 
builders.’ 


EASTERN FEDERATION 
Management Students’ Course 


MPHE results of the residential course for 

Management students, which was held 
from September 17 to 21, amply justified its 
inclusion in the 1956 training programme of 
the Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, writes a correspondent. A noie- 
worthy feature of the course was the hi::h 
standard of the 25 management studerts 


. from member firms, who right from the start 


showed keenness and ability. 

The one architectural student who took ad- 
vantage of the invitation to the profession :o 
Participate in the course was warmly wil- 
comed, and in the light of subsequent ex- 
perience it was a matter for regret that more 
architectural students had not found it 
possible to take part. 

Opening the course the Federation’s Presi- 
dent, Mr. R. G. CARTER, said that it was thie 
first of its kind in the industry and that in 
a small way the members of the course were 
making history. ‘Most of you here,’ said 
Mr. Carter, ‘ will one day be managing build- 
ing contracts and your studies, aided per- 
haps by this course, are intended to make 
you efficient in your work. In this:'you have 
a special interest since the higher your stand- 
ard of management, the more efficient our 
industry will become and the more satisfac- 
tory the reward from your work will be.’ 

The programme arranged was a very full 
one, and in addition to seven lectures on 
subjects of special importance there was a 
film show, a building auiz and a visit to the 
Ipswich Docks Extension. 

Speaking on the subject of ‘ The Structure 
of the Building Industry,’ Mr. E. J. Cook, 
a director of Messrs. Richard Costain, Ltd., 
said that what was needed more than any- 
thing else in the industry to-day was integrity 
and courage. Mr. N. S. FARRow, a direc- 
tor of Howard Farrow, Ltd., after speaking 
on ‘The Principles of Management’ intro- 
duced film strips of case studies, and these 
proved very interesting and instructive. Mr. 
Farrow emphasised that there was no truth 
in the statement that managers were born 
and not made, and in conseauence skill in 
management was something that had to be 
acquired by careful study and hard experi- 
ence. ; 

Other speakers on the course included: 
Mr. D. Raymond, assistant secretary, Cam- 
bridge University Board of Extra Mural 
Studies; Mr. M. J. Youngs, director, J. 
Youngs & Son, Ltd.; Mr. V. Hamnett, exe- 
cutive architect, Harlow Development Cor- 
poration, and Mr. R. W. Porter, director of 
the Eastern Federation. 

Before the conclusion of the course each 
of the four discussion groups was asked to 
elect one member to form a small committee 
to write a short report giving an appraisal of 
the course. This report showed that the 
students had found the week to be ‘ of excel- 
lent constructive value, broadening the mind 
as well as instilling in the students a realisa- 
tion of their responsibilities to the building 
industry.’ This report included some useful 
suggestions which have been noted for future 
courses which will most certainly be held at 
this level,

AUTOMATION 


Social and Economic Implications 


‘TPP HE present nuclear power programme 

is now being pushed ahead with all 
speed. As the only known method of using 
nuclear energy is by utilising it to generate 
electricity, is is obvious that the study and 
application of the use of electricity in 
industry, commerce, and transport must also 
be intensified.’ 

This statement was made on September 
25, by Mr. L. LANDON GoopmaN, industrial 
specialist of the British Electrical Develop- 
ment Association. He was speaking on 
‘Automation and its Social and Economic 
Implications,’ at Brasenose College, Oxford, 
during a refresher course for works and 
plant engineers organised by the National 
Industrial Fuel Efficiency Service, with the 
support of the Southern Regional Council 
for Further Education. 

Automation came not in one swift move, 
said Mr. Landon Goodman, but by a pro- 
gressive number of steps commencing with 
the mechanisation of hand operations, lead- 
ing to the final stage of a self-regulated 
chain of processes. 

There was no suggestion of replacing 
human fingers by mechanical fingers in the 
application of automation. 

Mr. Landon Goodman said that as this 
country depended primarily on exports if 
was vital to consider the impact of automa- 
tion on overseas trade. Owing to the general 
rise in world food prices and prices of raw 
materials, the loss of our investments over- 
seas in both wars, and our indebtedness, we 
now had to export 175 per cent. of the 
volume of pre-war goods to buy 100 per 
cent. of pre-war imports. If we were to 
raise the standard of living at all we must 
produce more. Automation was one of the 
means which would help to achieve this 
end.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—A plan for the develop- 
ment of 18,000 miles of highway to almost 
circle Australia has been put forward by 
the New South Wales Minister for High- 
ways, Mr. Renshaw. His plan would take 
15 years to carry out and would cost about 
£350m. The plan has been submitted to a 
conference of State road authorities in 
Adelaide for consideration. The Premier of 
Victoria, Mr. Bolte, has supported the Aus- 
tralian Roads Federation which is urging 
Stage Governments to approach the National 
Government with a plan for national road 
schemes. 


HONG KONG.—The Director of Public 
Works reported recently that working 
drawings for the third and final phase of the 
new Government offices and Secretariat 
were nearing completion. This 12-storey 
building will include an underground car 
park. Working drawings for the City Hall 
ani Kowloon hospital have already been 
put in hand, . . . The Professor of Architec- 
ture at the University of Hong Kong has 
proposed a new site arrangement for low 
income group dwellings to take advantage of 
the hills and valleys in Hong Kong. . 
Work is to commence shortly on the build- 
ing of the new Maryknoll Secondary School, 
including an assembly hall for 950 persons, 
science lecture rooms and laboratories. 


A design for a 1,000 bed hospital for 
a Chinese charitable organisation has been 
published. The estimated building cost is 
over £1m. The main hospital is planned to 
have 12 storeys. . . . Preliminary sketches 
have been made public of a proposed office 
block and depot for the China Bus Company 
who operate the public omnibus service on 
the island of Hong Kong. .. . A new Baptist 


‘church is to be built on a 7,500 sq. ft. site 


in Kowloon. The building will be 140 ft. 
by 52 ft.... A tenancy tribunal has recom- 
mended that a rebuilding scheme for a 10- 
storey block of modern flats shall proceed 
in Causeway Bay. This is part of a £1m. 
four year scheme for development of this 
area... . The Hong Kong Housing Authority 
has awarded to Cheung Lee Construction 
Company the main building contract. valued 
at £2,150,000, for a housing scheme at Java- 
road. 


!RAQ.—Expected that the first of a series 
of tenders to build the Baghdad sewage 
system will be issued during November/ 
December. The first tender will be for the 
civil engineering work on the left bank, 
which is estimated to cost about £34m. 
It may be followed by a tender for 
Machinery estimated at nearly £lm. A 
similar tender for the right bank should be 
issued about six months later. A new call 
for tender is expected shortly for the com- 
pletion of the 155-kilometre section of the 
Baghdad-Kirkuk Road. 


An American firm of consultants are to 
draw up specifications for the construction 
of the Diwaniyah/Nasiriyah-road. It is 
understood that the Development Board will 
select other consultants for further road 
construction projects including Kut/Amara, 
Kut/Nasiriyah, and Baiji/Qayarah. 


It is 


also known that the Development Board 
will shortly invite consultants for a paper 
manufacturing project. 

The Development  Board’s housing 
adviser, Dr. Doxiades, has completed his 
main report on Iraq’s long-term housing 
plans. The report has been considered by 
the Prime Minister and the Development 
Board. ‘It is understood that Dr. Doxiades 
has recommended a 25-year plan for the 
construction of 435,000 houses, at an esti- 
mated cost of £40m. 


*NIGERIA.—An economic report, issued 
by the Export Services Branch, Board of 
Trade, states that Highways Construction, 
Ltd., who some time ago took over the 
Colonial Development Corporation’s road 
contracts, are to close down. The contracts 
will be taken over by Stirling-Astaldi, the 
Gold Coast contractors, on a fifty-fifty basis 
with CDC. 


Eastern Nigerian Cinema Corporation, 
formed in July with £100,000 capital, is 
considering building studios for film pro- 
duction. The Corporation has already a 
proposal to ‘build and run cinemas, and is 
negotiating for sites. 


The Nigerian Railway Corporation is 
considering extending the line to Bauchi 
and Bornu provinces, and from Kuru to 
Maiduguri, projects estimated to cost about 
£20m. 

The question of a new airport for Ibadan 
is under consideration. Five West African 
airfields (Freetown, Gambia and three in 
Nigeria) are to have full airport lighting, 
and Kano will have more hangars. 


Reclamation work to cost £100,000 is to 
be undertaken on the Customs wharf at 
Lagos. 

The Electricity Corporation of Nigeria is 
to build a new power station at Aba to cost 
£24m. An expert in hydro-electric power 
is to visit the Victoria Division to examine 
the possibility of extending the Joke hydro- 
electric power station. 





NATO Contract Awarded 


A £54m. NATO contract has been placed 
by the Turkish Government for the con- 
struction of oil line pumping stations, marine 
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terminals, tank farm facilities, and inter- 
connecting pipelines. The order was 
awarded to Costain-John Brown, Ltd., of 
London, and William Brothers, Ltd., of 
Oklahoma, USA. Work begins shortly. 


New Zealand Contract 


A contract amounting to just over £lm., 
has been placed with W. J. Fraser & Co., 
Romford, Essex, for a complete factory to 
produce 100,000 tons of superphosphate 
per annum at Woodend, South Island, New 
Zealand. This contract is in addition to 
a similar one already being carried out by 
Frasers in the North Island. 


Gold Coast Contract 


A contract valued at nearly £1,000,000 for 
new university buildings at Legon, near 
Achimota, has been awarded to Taylor 
Woodrow (Gold Coast), Ltd., by the Council 
of the University College of the Gold Coast. 
The work, which started in September and 
will take two and a half years to complete, 
includes the construction of a multi-storey 
main college library in reinforced concrete, 
a Faculty of Chemistry and a Faculty of 
Physics, both single-storeyed and constructed 
in precast concrete blockwork.

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Loc4L authorities are urged to introduce 
a greater variety of houses to their 
building programme, and to improve the 
internal and external design of individual 
council houses in ‘House Design,’ the new 
and completely revised edition of Part 3 
of the Scottish Housing Handbook (HMSO, 
price 4s. 6d.) issued on September 27 by the 
Department of Health for Scotland. 

The theme of the handbook is that there 
should be a fresh approach to the design of 
local authority houses. The emphasis is on 
more varied standards, based on the ascer- 
tained individual needs of tenants. At the 
same time, it stresses the value and import- 
ance of careful planning, attention to which 
can often produce a better house at no 
greater cost. It also underlines the import- 
ance of considering at the design stage, not 
only the houses in a scheme, but the pro- 
vision of other structures that may be 
needed, such as external stores and garages 
and street furniture. 

A circular (DHS No. 59/56) issued with 


the handbook states that the Secretary of. 


State is anxious that local authorities should 
now make a major effort to achieve a higher 
standard of house design in all their new 
housing. In the past, this has fallen short 
of what it might have been. 


Four Rules 


Four general rules are suggested to local 
authorities for the conduct of their housing 
operations: 

1. Each housing scheme _ should be 
designed from the outset to contain the 
different types of houses needed to house 
a balanced community. The broad require- 
ments which the designer has to meet in 
terms of numbers and sizes of families 
should be settled before the design work 
begins and not subsequently altered. 

2. Expenditure on good design should be 
recognised as an essential item in the cost of 
the houses. On the other hand it is not to 
be assumed that good design involves or 
consists of additional and expensive embel- 
lishments. Good design may well produce 
its own economies. 

3. Designers should not be expected to 
produce more work than they can effectively 
undertake to supervise. 

4. The efficiency of designs should be 
checked after the houses have been occupied 
for some time, so that tenants’ requirements 
and changing circumstances may be taken 
into account in new designs. This check 
should be regarded as an essential part of 
housing management. 


Saltire Society Awards 


THE Saltire Society—which offers housing 
design awards annually for good design 
in Scotland — has announced the 1955 
awards equally over two schemes of flats in 
East Kilbride and one in Glenrothes. Suc- 
cess of these authorities repeats their earlier 


achievements in this Blue Riband assess- 
ment of housing progress. 

The Brouster-place, East Kilbride, flats 
are regarded as an excellent example of 
harmonious blending of newer housing in 
an older setting with two blocks set at an 
angle to each other and linked by a screen 
wall. The Quebec-drive, East Kilbride, 
flats are included because of the sure hand- 
ling, recalling modern Swedish work. 

The Alexander-road, Auchmuty, flats, in 
Glenrothes, are composed of three compact 
blocks four storeys high, each a _ three- 
pointed star, set in grass and in a long 
‘square’ formed by terraced houses and 
shops. The East Kilbride flats were carried 
out to design and supervision under Mr. 
F. C. Scott, Chief Architect, and the Glen- 
rothes block under Mr. Peter Tinto, Chief 
Architect.
